HE United Nations Civil Assistance 

Command, Korea, (UNCACK) is an 
organization unique in the annals of 
military history. Yet, in the light of the 
international flavor that has marked the 
entire effort of 
the free world 
in Korea as well 
as the non-mili- 
tary challenges 
daily being 
handed members 
of the American 
Armed Forces 
throughout the 
world, it is the 
type of organiza- 
tion that would

grow logically 
out of the 
basic objectives 


and motivating 
ideals that first 
brought the 
United Nations to this peninsula. 

The very existence of such a unit points 
up the ever-increasing role which Ameri- 
can military personnel are playing in the 
non-military fields of international inter- 
course as well as to serve as a pertent of 
the constantly increasing demand being 
made on soldiers of our day for military- 
civilian, military-foreign national and 
military-technical cooperation and inte- 
gration in economic, psychological, social 
and humanitarian endeavors. 

UNCACK’s mission, entirely civilian in 
scope, can be stated quite simply: to aid 
the Republic of Korea Government in pre- 
venting a breakdown of the daily-needs 
requirements among Korean Civilians, in 
preventing starvation, epidemic diseases 
and other disrupting factors that would 
hinder the progress of the war by creat- 
ing an unstable situation behind the 
front. UNCACK’s work, on the surface it 
would thus seem, is concerned solely with 
medical treatment and inoculation, san- 
itation programs and the distribution of 
food. In operation, however, the program 
is considerably more intricate and the 
problems more diverse than these three 
aspects would indicate. The economic and 
social problems of a country must be re- 
garded as an entity, and consequently, it 
has been necessary for UNCACK to move 
against the welter of other socio-econom- 
ic problems that inevitably beset civilian 
peoples during a military operation. 

Koreans in need of food and clothing 
have been aided with relief goods sent to 
Korea by United Nations governmental 
and private charitable agencies; poten- 
tial epidemics have been stamped out by 
mass inoculating and DDT-dusting pro- 
grams; water sanitation projects have 
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AF Maps Plans For 


Temp. Promotions 


There were reports this week, as yet 
unofficial, that the Air Force has begun 
preliminary planning for convening 
selection boards this fall to place offi- 
cers on recommended lists for temporary 
promotions. 

Announced officially was the fact that 
a selection board will meet on 17 Nov. 
to consider Regular officers for perma- 
nent advancement to the ranks of major 
and lieutenant colonel. 


The Air Force said that because of the 
small numbers involved and in the in- 
terests of economy one board would 
name officers for promotion to both 
ranks. 


The White House yesterday announced 
47 temporary promotions to general offi- 
cer ranks. (See Page 29 for details.) 

It was reported in THE JOURNAL of 16 
Aug. that the Air Force would make 
hundreds of temporary promotions this 
year and early in 1953 and that the first 
group of advancements would be to gen- 
eral officer grades, 

Details are still lacking as to Air Force 
plans for the forthcoming selections, but 
the Air Force Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Personnel, has said that commands will 
convene boards in late fall. 


This indicates that the Air Force will 
continue to use a decentralized system 
for its temporary promotions, which will 
mean quotas to each of the major com- 
mands. 

However, in view of the fact that the 
selection boards will be naming officers 
to be placed on recommended lists, 
rather than for immediate advancement, 
the likelihood is that there will be some 
modifications from previous temporary 
promotion programs. 


The Air Force, together with the other 
Services, is going to make a strong case 
for the repeal of the Davis Amendment 
when Congress reconvenes in January. 

The Air Force personnel chief, Lt. Gen. 
Laurence S. Kuter, has emphasized in a 
message to the field (THe JOURNAL, 2 
Aug.) that the Air Force is making every 
effort to restore a promotion program 
which will guarantee an opportunity for 
those advancements which officers “have 
earned and richly deserve.” 

Pentagon officials have expressed con- 
fidence that Congress will repeal or at 
least substantially modify the Davis 
Amendment, which hits the Air Force 
hardest of all the Services. 

On the strength of this confidence and 
with a limited number of promotion 
vacancies already counted and more cer- 
tain to develop in the near future, the 
Air Force is going ahead with prepara- 
tions for convening of selection boards 
before winter. 

However, it probably will be several 
weeks or a month before there is any 
announcement on this matter.

New Army Promotions 


The Army this week released the list 
of officers on the recommended lists for 
promotion to temporary major and at the 
same time forecast promotion plans for 
September. | 

The list of captains waiting promotion 
to major is published on page 20 of this | 
issue. Last week’s issue contained the | 
recommended list for advancement to 
captain. 

As THE JOURNAL went to press, the 
Pentagon was preparing to announce 
from these lists the promotions of about 
200 first lieutenants to captain and about 
an equal number to major. 

The cut-off date for the promotions to 
captain is 21 Nov. 1947; that for the ad- 
vancements to major was not available. 

It is now believed that by the end of 
the year the Army will promote all offi- 
cers on the recommended lists to captain 
and major. 

The September promotions probably 
will approximate those made during Au- 
gust when there were a total of 1082 
promotions to the ranks of captain (485), 
major (494), lieutenant colonel (201) and 
colonel (102). There is a possibility the 
number of promotions to lieutenant colo- 
nel and colonel will be slightly less in 
September than was the case last month. 

The primary zone of consideration for 
the officers included on the recommended 
list to major extended through a date 
of rank of 31 Dec. 1946, which does not 
include those selected under the “5 per 
cent provision” or officers serving in lower 
active duty rank than their Reserve rank. 








For Regular Integration | 
One-hundred and seven majors, both 
Reserve and temporary, have been 
selected for integration into the Regular 
Marine Corps in that rank. 

The names of those selected were 
announced this week after a second in- 
terim report by the Marine Corps In- 
tegration Board had been approved by 
Secretary of the Navy Dan A. Kimball.

Services Submit 54 


Budget Estimates 


The Armed Services this week submit- 
ted preliminary budget estimates for fis- 
cal year 1954, which begins next July. 
Indications are that following Pentagon 
review, Bureau of the Budget action, and 
final decision by the President, the de- 
fense funds request will approximate the 
money voted by Congress for the current 
fiscal year. 

For fiscal 53, the President requested 
about $52 billion for the Armed Forces. 
This amount was cut $4.7 billion by Con- 
gress. 

The likelihood is that the end strength 
of the Services for the next fiscal year 
will be about the same as that 3.7 mil- 
lion current manpower goal. Manpower 
allocation details were being worked out 
this week. 

Coincidental with a press conference 
progress report on budget action by Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert A. Lovett, 
Pentagon officials this week were giving 
close study to the latest report of the 
Senate Armed Services Preparedness 
Subcommittee, headed by Senator Lyndon 
Johnson (D-Tex.). 

The Subcommittee’s report undoubted- 
ly will be reflected when hearings begin 
on Capitol Hill next year on the ’54 mili- 
tary budget. Senator Johnson’s group 
makes a strong appeal for additiona) 
funds for airpower. Here is a key excerpt 
from the Committee’s report. (The com- 
plete text of the Conclusions and Recom- 
mendations is published at the end of 


| this article.) 


“If the transport of the atomic bomb 
is the essential fulcrum of our offensive 
power, its delivery is the vital center 
of our early military strategy. The com- 
plementation of land and sea forces is 
secondary and must be so budgeted In 
terms of time particularly. If the enemy 
proposes the same method of aggression, 
our defensive effort must rely, of neces- 
sity, on our internal air security. That 
this suggests a preponderant effort di- 
rected initially to increase air power is 
obvious.” 

In the light of current budget delibera- 
tions at the Pentagon and the report by 
the Preparedness Subcommittee, speeches 
made late last week at the Air Force 
Association meeting in Detroit by Secre- 
tary of the Air Force Thomas K. Finlet- 
ter and General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 
USAF Chief of Staff, are of particular 
interest. 

Mr. Finletter said the decision to build 
the Air Force to a strength of 143 wings 
“knocked out any idea that the so-called 
balanced-force concept meant a roughly 
three-way division of money and every-~ 
thing else among the three Services.” 

The Air Force Secretary said the 
proper principle has been set up “to cre- 
ate those forces, regardless of what Serv- 
ice provides them, which are needed to

est Strike 


Of War; FEAF Aircraft Also Busy 


LLIED air power dominated military 
operations in Korea this week, as 
Navy and land warplanes struck heavily 
at major Red installations deep in enemy 
territory. Adverse weather slowed land 
action, and interfered considerably with 
air and naval activities. 

Following up the devastating raid on 
supply centers and war industries in 
Pyongyang last week-end, American Navy 
carrier-based planes this week made 
their biggest strike of the Korean cam- 
paign, hitting a synthetic oil refinery 
at Aoji, and an iron mine works and 
hydrogen plant at Musan. Both targets 
are close to the Siberian border. Pre- 
liminary reports indicate almost com- 
plete destruction of the installations. 

Land planes of the Far East Air Force 
hit Communist supply dumps, gun posi- 
tions, and field fortifications near the 
battle line, and in scattered areas across 
Korea, blasting bunkers, firing enemy- 
held buildings, and exploding ammuni- 
tion dumps. Light bombers attacked a 
Red supply center at Sinchang on the 
east coast. In these raids, heavy damage 
and numerous enemy troop casualties 
were inflicted. 

American F-86 Sabre Jets, idled by the 
weather during most of this week, en- 
countered a large formation of enemy 
MIGs on Thursday, 4 Sept., in extreme 
Northwest Korea. In the resultant fights 
12 enemy planes were shot down and 
three were damaged. One F-86 was re- 
ported lost. The bag of enemy aircraft 
was one of the best of the war. 

A typhoon, designated locally as 
“Mary,” lashed the Korean peninsula 
during part of the week, stalling land 
operations, and curtailing the number of 
effective combat sorties flown by land 
and Navy planes. During most of the 
week, there was only light patrol action 
by ground troops along the entire front. 
There were some small enemy probing 
attacks, but over most of the battle line 
the ground fighting was desultory and 
insignificant. 

Allied Naval surface craft pounded the 
east coast port of Chongijin, and also 
blasted rail communications at Tanchon. 
Enemy coastal guns in the Hungnam area 
were silenced by Allied warships, and at 
the eastern end of the land battle line 
Naval guns destroyed Red bunkers and 
gun emplacements, and inflicted numer- 
ous casualties on the enemy. 


Marines Repel Attacks 


In the western sector of the line, 
United States Marines retained and 
strengthened their hold on the strategic 
Bunker Hill, east of Panmunjom. Several 
light attacks were made by Chinese Red 
a err 7 outposts on this terrain 

ature, but all wer ri 
difficuliy. e repulsed without 
_An enemy platoon, supported by rela- 
tively strong mortar fire, made a night 
attack on the United Nations advance 
hill position, known as Old Baldy, west 
of Chorwon. The attacking Reds were 
driven back by Allied troops after a sharp 
45-minute engagement. 

A United Nations patrol moving for- 
ward north of Korangpo-ri killed several 
of the enemy in a 20-minute night fight 
forcing the Chinese Reds to withdraw. 
Other minor patrol clashes occurred at 
various points on the western front. 

In the central Sector, two Chinese 
platoons fought Allied troops at advance 
positions east of the Pukhan River for 
more than an hour before withdrawing. 
An enemy unit of undetermined strength 
made a night probing attack on Allied 
outposts west of Satae Valley. There was 
sporadic fighting for about an hour, after 
which the enemy withdrew. An enemy 
squad fought a half-hour skirmish with 
4 small Allied unit northeast of Kumwha. 

Naval Gunfire Effective 


_ At the eastern end of the lan 
line, the U. S. Cruiser Juneau pte yo 
Destroyer Tucker, using shore fire con- 
trol, destroyed numerous bunkers, and 
mortar and gun positions, and dispersed 
enemy troops over a wide area. The U.S. 
Destroyer Tingey also destroyed Red 
bunkers !n the Kojo and Kosong areas. 
The U. S. Battleship Iowa and the 








Destroyer Rogers, coordinating their fire 
with strikes of Navy planes, leveled fac- 
tories and other buildings from Tanchon 
to Songjin. Two heavy bridges ‘vere de- 
stroyed by direct hits from the Iowa, 
which also scored direct hits on en- 
trances to caves, within which enemy 
guns were concealed. The Iowa and the 
Rogers also joined in the bombardment 
of Red shore batteries in Wonsan Harbor. 


Busy On Labor Day 


Navy planes from the U. S. Heavy 
Carriers Boxer, Essex and Princeton ob- 
served Labor Day last Monday by con- 
ducting their heaviest raid of the war, 
concentrating on two major industrial 
targets in Northeast Korea, a large syn- 
thetic oil refinery at Aoji, across the 
Tumen River from Siberia, within 12 
miles of the border, and an iron mine 
and hydrogen plant, not far distant, near 
Musan. First reports indicated heavy de- 
struction, with industrial activity elimi- 
anted at both plants. Flames and smoke 
from the hydrogen plant billowed up 
nearly four miles in the air. 

The two targets were attacked by 164 
planes from the three carriers, 100 hit 
the oil refinery and the remainder blasted 
the iron mine. Assisting through a diver- 
sionary operation were a large number 
of Far East Air Force Sabre Jets which 
were concentrated over Northwest Ko- 
rea to distract enemy MIG interceptors 
from the Navy air raid in the northeast. 
The Communists were apparently caught 
completely by surprise. There not only 
was no Red air interception, but no anti- 
aircraft fire on the attacking planes. 

Returning Navy pilots said they were 
careful not to fly over Russian territory, 
but they could see across the border and 
noticed Russian MIGs in the air, ap- 
parently watching the raid from their 
side of the frontier. Because of the 
proximity of Russian territory British 
authorities were given advance informa- 
tion of the raid, and raised no objection. 

During the week Navy planes also hit 
both Hungnam and Kojo, causing ex- 
tensive damage to buildings, rail bridges, 
transmission lines, rail cars and marshal- 
ing yards. At Songjin they bombed sup- 
ply routes, buildings, gun _ positions, 
troop billeting areas and a factory. 

British Navy pilots from the Light 
Carrier Ocean in the Yellow Sea struck 
a wide area in western Korea, destroy- 
ing bridges, gun positions, buildings, and 
storage dumps. Bunkers and shelters 
south of Haeju were destroyed with 
500-lb. bombs. 


B-29’s Make Night Attack 


Despite adverse weather during much 
of the week land planes of the Far East 
Air Force took advantage of every op- 
portunity to attack enemy supply lines, 
gun positions, storage dumps and front- 
line troops. While the number of sorties 
flown was substantially below normal, 
several important and successful strikes 
were made. 

On Saturday, 30 August, American 
B-29 medium bombers made a night at- 
tack on supply centers at Pyongyang, to 
complete the work of destruction caused 
by the massive raid of the previous day. 
One 100-acre storage area in the south- 
west seciton of the battered city was 
particularly hard hit. Other Superforts 
were used on close support missions 
along the battle line. Late in the week 
Okinawa-based B-29s made a night raid 
on the important Chosen power plants in 
north central Korea. 

Weather greatly hampered patrol and 
interception operations of American B-26 
Sabre Jets during much of this week. 
Few enemy planes were observed dur- 
ing the week, the heavy rains and storms 
presumably keeping them grounded. In 
a series of six air battles on Saturday, 
30 August, American Sabres shot down

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four enemy MIGs, probably destroyed a 
fifth, and damaged 11 others. 

Heavy rains and high winds in the 
wake of the typhoon made it almost im- 
possible for planes to take to the air 
during several days of the week, though 
some weather planes and night bombers 
managed to make flights almost every 
day. 

FEAF Weekly Summary 

In its weekly summary of operations 
for the seven-day period ending 29 Au- 
gust the Far East Air Force announced 
that its planes and those of attached 
units flew 4,090 effective sorties during 
last week, climaxed by 1,535 sorties on 
Friday, 29 August for a new one day 
record. Most of the missions flown on 
that day were directed against somte 40 
targets in the industrial &and*supply cen- 
ter of Pyongyang, which were’ thorgugh- 
ly battered by Air Force and “Nayy 
planes. The weekly 
sorties was below normal, as there were 
three days of bad weather, during which 
relatively few flights were flown. 

Only on the last day of the period 
covered by the report were enemy planes 
sighted. In a brief encounter one Red 
MIG-15 was destroyed, and two others 
were damaged. No Far East Air Force 
planes were lost last week in air combat, 
but two F-84 Thunder Jets and one Ma- 
rine AD-2 were lost to enemy ground 
fire, and an Australian MK-8 was lost to 
other causes. 

Since the start of the Korean war 
enemy plane losses are estimated at 556 
destroyed, 143 probably destroyed, and 
622 damaged, for a total of 1,321. Losses 
of planes of the Far East Air Force and 
attached units, including Allied and 
shore-based Marine planes, but not car- 
rier aircraft, now total 757. 

During the war planes of the Far East 
Air Force and attached units have flown 
558,450 sorties, and have destroyed 56,- 
655 vehicles, 8,440 rail cars, 762 bridges, 
1,260 tanks, and 917 tunnels, and have 
inflicted 177,150 troop casualties. Losses 
and damage claims included in the sum- 
mary do not cover those of American and 
Allied carrier planes. 

Casualty Report 

The Department of Defense this week 
announced that American battle casual- 
ties in the Korean War, to include notifi- 
cations of next of kin through 29 August, 
total 116,655. Of these, 20,506 were killed 
in action or died of wounds; 85,625 were 
wounded in action, including 1,917 who 
died; and 12,643 are missing in action, 
including 202 who died, 1,387 who re- 
turned to military control, and 1,613 
captured, leaving 9,441 currently missing. 

Of the total casualties, 93,398 were sus- 
tained by the Army, 1,524 by the Navy, 
20,490 by the Marine Corps, and 1,243 by 
the Air Force.

United Nations members actively par- 
ticipating in the Korean War are now 
estimated at 384,609, while the last esti- 
mate placed total enemy casualties as of 
last June at 1,623,404, more than four 
times those of the Allies. The great 
majority of the Allied casualties were 
sustained by The Republic of Korea and 
the United States. 





Services at Air Show 

Approximately 140,000 spectators vis- 
ited the Wayne-Major Airport at Detroit 
over Labor Day week-end and saw the 
static displays and fly-by exhibits of the 
Armed Services’ “Report to the Taxpay- 
ers.” The Army, Navy, Air Force and Ma- 
rine Corps set up exhibits ‘of their air- 
craft, engines, and various types of oper- 
ations that showed the public where their 
money is being spent and its practical re- 
sults in National Defense. In “fiy-by” op- 
erations the Services demonstrated pre- 
cision flying and high performance air- 
craft that showed the public what is be- 
ing done with the tax dollar in air de 
fense. 

A feature of the show was the arrival 
of a B-36 which had started from Seattle. 
flown over the North Pole and continued 
on to land before the spectators at De- 
troit. Hourly reports were broadcast as 
to its location before its actual arrival. 
The Air Force’s show was opened with 
an F-86 diving on the field from an alti- 
tude of 40,000 feet. Next came the B-36’s 


escorted by F-94’s. A fly-by of North 
American B-45 Tornados came next, fol- 
lowed by the B-47 Stratojet in a high- 


speed fly-over. An RB-29 tanker then re- 
fueled a B-50 Superfort in flight. North- 
rop F-89 Scorpions then came in for a 
rocketing high-speed climb. On the first 
day of the show one of the F-89s disinte- 


grated back of the stands and crashed in- 
to a group of parked automobiles, kill- 
ing the pilot and his radar operator and 
injuring five of the spectators. Subse- 


quently, the F-89s were grounded for the 
duration of the show. 

The “Skyblazers” who have performed 
their famed precision aerobatics with Re- 
public F-84 Thunderjets all over Europe 
made their first showing in the United 
States, demonstrating the high perform- 
ance characteristics and their own profi- 
ciency flying for the assembled specta- 
tors. 

Also shown was the Fairchild XC-120 
“Packet” troop and cargo carrier with its 
detachable pod operating like a trailer 
truck, picking up and flying away with 
its detachable cargo compartment, or 
landing, detaching and leaving the pod 
with its load of military cargo. 

The Navy demonstrated a number of 
its jet production fighters and combined 
reciprocating and jet engine aircraft. In- 
cluded were the P4M Mercator patrol 
plane, the AF2S Guardian Killer, the AF-

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Sec. Floberg Sees Progress 


In Naval Aircraft Program 


Assistant Secretary of the Navy John 
F. Floberg told the Air Force Associa- 
tion meeting in Detroit 29 Aug. that the 
Navy is making progress in its air pro- 
gram and that he sees no major road 
blocks ahead. 

At the same time, he said, “I must 
point out that our overall inventory of 
aircraft has not changed substantially in 
the past two years; ordinary and extra- 
ordinary attrition, plus some transfers to 
Allied nations, have prevented it from 
growing in gross numbers, but its change 
in quality, and therefore military effec- 
tiveness, has been considerable.” 

In his address, Mr. Floberg spoke 
strongly in favor of an extension to “sev- 
eral times” its present scope of the officer 
exchange program whereby Navy fliers 
are assigned to duty in the Air Force and 
vice versa. 

He also appealed to the members of the 
Association to help to build faith in our 
military leaders. “In spite of natural hu- 
man frailties they are competent men 
with high senses of duty, responsibility 
and patriotism and they are doing a good 
job under very trying circumstances. The 
importance of their work puts them under 
fire by 150 million second guessers and 
they need and deserve all the support 
you can give them.” 

Discussing the aircraft program, Mr. 
Floberg said: 

“In some areas we have not been the best 
of prophets. We bought a certain amount of 
blue sky’ in our optimism in order to get 
better aircraft in the minimum time, and in 
moving into scientific fields as abstruse as 
those I have mentioned we have had the diffi- 
culties one would expect in trying to have all 
the various developments finish at the same 
time. 

‘In that regard, I think our production 
schedules are now more accurate and reliable 
than some of them have been in the past, but 
I refuse to admit that overoptimism is a 
worse fault if there is going to be any at all 
n the forecast, than overcaution. 

We intend in the Navy to continue with 
the policy of pushing new types of aircraft 
into production as early as we possibly can 
and to continue to err on the side of over- 
daring in that respect rather than to slip 
into overcaution. This policy will continue to 
cause us production difficulties but we would 
rather face them than make any more for- 
midable the problem of obsolescence which 
science has already made our major ogre. 

‘Along this line, however, it is worth re- 
marking that last month the Navy accepted 
delivery on 250 aircraft. This figure may be 
compared, if you wish, with the concept of a 
minimum of two years’ lead time in the back 
of the mind, with 91 the month I assumed 
my present duties, 82 the month the war 
began in Korea, and 126 in June 1951.’’

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Set New MSTS Voyage Rates for Retired Personnel 


Retired service personnel and their de- 
pendents who take ocean voyages on Mili- 
tary Sea Transportation Service vessels 
after the first of next month will have 
to pay more than three times as much 
for the service as they have paid in the 
past. 

On 1 October, new rates, amounting to 
about $5.00 per day, will go into effect. 
Previously, travelers in this category had 
been charged only $1.65 per day to cover 
the cost of their food. 

The dependents of active duty person- 
nel are not affected by the new rate 
structure. They will continue to pay only 
subsistence charges, officials said. 

By direction of the Defense Depart- 
ment, MSTS has established a new pas- 
senger tariff for retired personnel and 
their dependents. 

Separate rates have been established 
for officers and retired enlisted men. Re- 
tired officers and their dependents, to 


cite one example, may travel from the 
East Coast to Europe on an MSTS ship 
for $50. Retired enlisted men and their 
dependents may make the same trip for 
$20. All such travel is, of course, on a 
“space available” basis. 

Prior to the establishment of the new 
tariff plan, MSTS had pro-rated all 
operating costs among the Army, Navy, 
Air Force, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard. This meant that each of the mili- 
tary departments had to pay for any 
additional expenses not covered by the 
$1.65 per day food-charge. The new fig- 
ures, MSTS believes, are more realistic 
in that they take into account all of the 
services, in addition to food, which are 
chargeable to passengers aboard ship, 
such things as use of linen, bedding, 
dishes, and so forth. 

The complete tariff schedules are ex- 
pected to be made available to THB 
JOURNAL shortly.

2W Guardian Hunter and the ZP lighter- 
than-air ship. Fighter Squadron VF-22 
from Jacksonville, Fla., gave a graphic 
demonstration of control of the air over 
the sea. Navy helicopters showed their 
control in an amusing demonstration of 
“hi-jinks” in which the rotary winged 
craft actually danced to music. Also 
shown was a refueling operation where- 
in the AJ-1 refueled the F9F-5 Panther 
in flight. The “Blue Angels” exhibition 
team, “four planes that fly as one,” kept 
the spectators spellbound during their 
demonstration of close formation aero- 

batics. 

The Army portion of the show opened 
with the Cessna L-19s “Bird Dogs” pass- 
ing by in low formation. Next came a 
fly-by of L-19s, DeHaviland L-20 Beav- 
ers, L-23, Sikorsky M-19 helicopter, 
and Bell H-12 helicopter. “Barrier” take- 
offs and landings were then shown with 
the small aircraft landing and taking off 
in extremely short distances, followed by 
a showing of the L-19 in evasive maneu- 
vers, rapid descents, and dead stick land- 
ings. Airborne problems, simulated artil- 
lery smoke barrage, troop landing and 
simulated bridge attack and ground-to- 
air message pick-ups demonstrated 
graphically the Army’s use of its integral 
aviation. Telephone wire-laying for the 
Signal Corps, personnel evacuation by 
helicopter and dropping of field supplies 
gave other phases of Army use of air- 
craft. Static displays showed the Quarter- 
master Corps’ system of preparing trucks, 
artillery, and heavy supplies for air drops. 
Army helicopters also put on a “Square- 
dance” to music with an announcer call- 
ing the turns while the rotary-wing craft 
swung and turned within inches of each 
other.

Problems of Air Reserve 
Discussed by Gen. Johnson 


The requirement for a “ready reserve,” 
in the event of major military action, les- 
sens as the Air Force approaches the goal 
of 143 wings, Lt. Gen. Leon W. Johnson, 
USAF, Commanding General, Continental 
Air Command, told members of the Air 
Force Association meeting in Detroit on 
28 Aug. 

“It may be possible,” General Johnson 
said, “that the ‘ready’ reserve is really a 
misnomer and that our efforts should be 
directed to a standby reserve, because a 
standby reserve is liable for service in 
event of war or an emergency declared 
by Congress. Now, if we build the Regular 
Air Force toward our 143 wings, the re- 
quirement for a ready reserve, in the 
event of a military action such as Korea, 
lessens aS we approach the goal of 143 
wings, so if you have more wings in be- 
ing you have less requirement for your 
reserve except in an all-out emergency. 

“There is some point at which we should 
start cutting down the requirement for 
immediate service of our reserves and 
depend more upon our Regular units. I 
am not prepared to state where that 
point is, but I believe that we are begin- 
ning to approach it.” 

General Johnson said that the enact- 
ment of the Reserve bill has been an im- 
portant step forward but added that 
“some of those provisions may easily re- 
quire major reorientation in our think- 
ing.” 

Further discussing the problems of the 
Air Reserve, General Johnson said: 

“The question arises as to units or indi- 
viduals being called into the service. I think 
and believe that we should train as units 
wherever this is possible, but I don’t think 
that the Air Force should have a hard and 
fast rule to use those units as such in the 
event of emergency. I think it would be a 
serious mistake to make such commitments 
because by the time the Reserve forces are 
called into active service and are being used 
to replace active units, the equipment situa- 
tion and the depletion of the Regular units 
may be such that the Reserve units will have 
to be used as individuals to immediately take 
up their share of the burden and assure vic- 
tory or stave off defeat. Where Reserve units 
as such can be fitted into the picture, they 
should be so used. This, too, is covered in 
the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952. 

‘In my travels throughout the country I 
have noticed that many of our Reserves are 
disturbed over the change in the voluntary 
Air Reserve training program—that they fear 
the specialist training centers mean the de 
struction of the V.A.R.T. units. It is not the 
intention of the Air Force to lose the sup- 
port and effort of the Reservists in the vari- 
ous communities. Specialist training units 
were established to give us the required spe- 
cialists who will be needed under the mo- 
bilization plan and to enable us to offer pay 
to the Reservists and they are also being 
used as an implement to obtain better equip- 
ment and better working space for the Re- 
serves. The Air Force recognizes that in all 
communities we cannot have specialist train- 
ing centers and the staff is restudying the 
effect the specialist training centers will have 
upon the voluntary Air Reserve training 
units, because we do not want to do anything 
to lose this training which enables us to 
have more effective reserves. The V.A.R.T. 
program is possibly the least costly of all re- 

serve programs for the results accomplished. 

“I want to touch lightly on the flying 
training which has begun in some 22 units 
since the first of July. We are making every 
effort to fit equipment and personnel into

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Plan Speed-Up For Release 
Of Many Army Reservists 


The Army this week announced plans 
to accelerate the separation from active 
duty of several thousand Reserve officers 
ordered to service as individuals with- 
out their consent from the Inactive or 
Volunteer Reserve. 

The early relief will not be possible 
for professional Medical Service person- 
nel. The Army explained that “their 
early release would make it necessary 
... to recall additional Reservists invol- 
untarily as replacements.” 


Additionally, some procurement, re- 
search and development specialists, such 
as engineers, will not be granted early 
release. Such personnel, Army officials 
said, will be released in accordance with 
existing plans. 


The early release of Reserve officers 
is made possible by the large number of 
officers who have elected to extend their 
periods of service, and by the increasing 
number of newly commissioned officers 
entering active military service from 
Officer Candidate Schools and from the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. Now 
that these officer procurement programs 
are producing officers in sufficient num- 
bers, the Army will be able to replace 
many Inactive and Volunteer Reserve 
officers earlier than required by law, a 
Pentagon announcement stated. 

With the exceptions noted above, Inac- 
tive and Volunteer Reserve officers will 
be relieved from active duty in accord- 
ance with the following schedule. Those 
to be released must be serving involun- 
tarily and must desire early release. 

1. Those officers who served at least one 
year between 7 Dec. 1941 and 2 Sept. 
1945, and who are serving overseas, will 
be returned for separation as soon as 
they can be replaced in the overseas 
commands. In any event, they will be 
en a to the United States by 30 Nov. 
1952. 

Those officers who served at least one 
year during World War II between 7 
Dec. 1941 and 2 Sept, 1945, and who are 
serving in the United States, will be re- 
leased no later than 30 Nov. 1952. 
Those officers who served less than one 
year between the dates indicated above 
will be released not later than 31 March 
1953, whether or not they have completed 
19 months service by that date. 

Previously, officers of the first two 
groups were eligible for release after 
15 to 17 months’ service and those in 
the third group after 19 to 24 months’ 
service on current tours of duty. This 
plan moves the release of some thou- 
sand officers in Groups 1 and 2 forward 
from 1953 into 1952, shortening tours for 
most by an estimated two or three 
months. Those officers in the third 
group, some three thousand, will have 
their tours shortened, generally, by about 
the same amount. 


The Army emphasized that the sched- 
ule does not change the normal release 
date of any officer who is due for release 
prior to the dates indicated, unless he 
can be replaced earlier than now 
planned. The schedule does insure that 
an Officer eligible for release under this 
plan will not be retained involuntarily 
beyond the release date specified for his 
group. 

Officers who have been commissioned 
upon graduation from Officer Candidate 
Schools and upon completion of ROTC 
training since the start of the Korean 
campaign will continue to be relieved 
from active duty, if they so desire, upon 
the completion of the periods of active 
military service for which they are obli- 
gated. Also, other officers ordered te 
active duty for 24 months, such as mem- 
bers of Army Reserve and National 
Guard units, will continue to be released 
during the last five months of their pe- 
riod of active service as replacements 
for them become available.

Marine Colonel Missing 


Col. Peter D. Lambrecht, USMC, pio- 
neer in night fighter tactics and top- 
ranking Marine night fighter pilot in 
Korea, has been reported missing in ac- 
tion on 15 Aug., while on a mission over 
Communist territory. 

Colonel Lambrecht is the commanding 
officer of a night fighter unit, and has 
been in Korea for two-and-one-half 
months.

The Navy disclosed late last week that 
it has let contracts for the construction 
of steam-driven catapults which will be 
installed aboard the USS Hancock, Essex- 
class carrier now being modernized at 
the Bremerton Navy Yard, Wash., and the 
USS Forrestal, first of the new 60,000-ton 
carriers.

the USS Hancock, the Navy said. Two 
contracting firms, the McKiernan-Terry 
Corp. of Harrison, N. J., and the E. W. 
Bliss Co. of Canton, Ohio, will make spe- 
cial adaptation of the British-designed 
catapult for United States use. 

The Navy said “Plans for an even heav- 
ier ‘Slingshot’ are now being studied by 
American manufacturers.” 

The steam catapult was invented by 
Comar. C. C. Mitchell, O.B.E., Royal Navy 
volunteer reserve officer. Anglo-American 
tests held early this year “proved so suc- 
cessful,” the Navy said, “that naval en- 
gineers of both countries regard the new 
steam catapult as one of the most im- 
portant developments for naval aviation 
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since World War II.” It proved in tests, 
the Navy said, that it can hurl the 
Navy’s jet fighters into the air even when 
the carrier is headed downwind or along- 
side a dock. 

The first catapult for use by the U. S.

These will be assembled at na- 
val shipyards here with other parts man- 
ufactured by the two American firms.

The Air Force Association closed its 
sixth annual convention in Detroit 3 
Aug. with the adoption of a statement 
of policy calling for the creation of a 
single Air Force for the nation and the 
“elimination of waste and inefficiency 
caused by duplicating structures among 
the military services.” 

Earlier in its sessions, the Association 
had heard addresses by representatives 
of each of the Armed Services and from 
aviation industry and labor. 

The Association presented its annual 
H. H. Arnold award for 1952 jointly to 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Tex.), 
chairman of the Senate Preparedness 
Subcommittee, and Senator Joseph C. O’- 
Mahoney (D-Wyo.), chairman of the mili- 
tary subcommittee of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee. 

The Air Age Award went to General 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Chief of Staff of the 
Air Force, for his “wise assessment and 
skillful presentation of the airpower re- 
quirement, his firm insistence that only 
the security of the nation should deter- 
mine the quantity and type of airpower 
required.” 

Mrs. Margaret Schilling, mother of Col. 
David C. Schilling, USAF, accepted the 
Flight Award. 

Citations of Honor were presented to: 
Lt. Comdr. William B. Bridgeman, USNR, 
pilot of the Douglas D-558 II; Col. Francis 
S. Gabreski, USAF; Capt. Vincent H. Mc- 
Govern, USAF, who planned, directed, and 
participated in the first intercontinental 
flight by helicopter, and Eugene M. Zuck- 
ert for his services as Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Air Force. 

Arthur F. Kelly of Los Angeles, vice 
president of Western Air Lines, was 
elected president of the Association, suc- 
ceeding Harold Stuart, former Assistant 
Secretary of the Air Force. During the 
war, Mr. Kelly served as a colonel and 
deputy chief of staff of the European 
Division of the Air Transport Command 

In its statement of policy the Air Force 
Association said: 

‘‘The Congress has made valuable investi- 
gations of military waste, but has long re- 
frained from investigating what it considers 
to be purely military matters, including the 
roles and missions of the services. Without 
giving attention to this subject, Congress can 
only hope to scratch the surface of the mili 
tary waste problem. We think the time has 
come when more specific congressional at- 
tention should be paid to the military's plans 
for spending, as they do, the majority of our 
tax money. 

‘‘We call upon the Congress to conduct a 
full-scale investigation of the proper respon- 
sibilities of the military services, as they are 
weighed against the overall military require 
ment and the weapons at hand and in de 
velopment. We realize that Congress is not 
properly staffed for this job. We urge Con- 
gress to establish a staff of qualified spe 
cialists to concentrate on the defense budget 
and the military requirements of the nation. 

‘‘We call upon Congress and the Adminis- 
tration to adopt a program of selective mo- 
bilization—a program based on first things 
first—a program which gives jet interceptors 
priorities in resources and manpower over. 
for example, minesweepers and other second- 
line weapons. This priority does not obtain at 
the moment. This priority must be in effect 
if we are to build the military establishment 
required without wasting our resources and 
inviting economic collapse.’ 
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Sees Need for Increase 


In Research & Development 


The need for an increase in military 
research and development was stressed 
by Under Secretary of the Air Force 
Roswell L. Gilpatric in an address 29 
Aug. at the Air Preparedness Day Sym- 
posium at the Air Force Association 
eonvention in Detroit. 

“Our scientific and technical man- 
power output is going down,” Mr. Gil- 
patric said, “while that of the Soviets 
is going up. This trend must be reversed, 
for our national survival depends on 
maintaining technical superiority. If 
military research and development budg- 
ets are limited according to present and 
anticipated trained manpower levels, we 
may—in the long run—hand qualitative 
superiority in weapons over to the Rus- 
sians by default. To avoid that result, 
this country should increase its military 
research and development efforts and at 
the same time broaden the base of its 
scientific and engineering training. To- 
gether, these needs constitute a major 
challenge faced by both the aircraft in- 
dustry and military.” 

Mr. Gilpatric reported that there has 
been a major degree of conversion from 
piston to jet power plants in military 
aircraft, particularly fighter planes, and, 
while our total aircraft inventory has not 
greatly increased (due to Korean war 
losses and transfers to our Allies, as 
well as from normal attrition) the pro- 
portion of modern and combat-ready 
planes in our units has grown appreci- 
ably. Although out-produced in num- 
bers, he said, we are ahead of the Soviet 
Union in the qualitative aspect of air 
power—and our air strength continues 
to grow. 

“Although we are still ahead of the 
Soviet Union,” he declared, “there is no 
eause for optimism on our part. The 
record of air-to-air combat between 
F-86’s and MIG-15’s in Korea is good, 
but the basic fact remains that the 
MIG’s can avoid combat with our fight- 
ers whenever they choose by simply 
climbing to a higher altitude than the 
F-86 can attain. There is no reason why 
this country should not be able to de- 
velop and produce a fighter which can 
out-climb enemy fighters. We would 
have such a fighter in combat in Korea 
today, had it not been for artificial 
limitations on our research and develop- 
ment budget during the years after 
World War II.” 

The Under Secretary took issue with 
some of the statistics released by indus- 
try concerning the earnings of manu- 
facturers in the aircraft field. He said 
that he had made studies of his own 
indicating that the aircraft industry, as 
a whole, is in sound financial condition 
today, and “the prospects are that it is 
entering into a period of prosperity in 
spite of high taxes.”

Lackland Pre-Flight Center 

Lackland AFB, Tex., has been named 
the center for all Air Force pre-flight 
instruction under a complete revamping 
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of the pilot training program scheduled 
to take effect in mid-November. 

Announcement that the Gateway base 
at San Antonio will receive the impor- 
tant new mission was made by Brig. Gen. 
Wycliffe E. Steele, USAF, Lackland com- 
manding general, after confirmation was 
received from headquarters of the Air 
Training Command. 

The move, General Steele said, will 
mean that an aviation cadet strength of 
approximately 2,400 will be added to 
Lackland. The base, long a principal Air 
Force indoctrination center, now fur- 
nishes initial training to basic airmen, 
Women in the Air Force, officer candi- 
dates and Air Force ROTC and directly 
commissioned officers commencing ex- 
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tended active duty. 

Present plans call for classes of about 
1,200 aviation cadets, a class to begin 
every six weeks. Duration of the course 
will be 12 weeks. This will enable the so- 
called upper and lower class system to 
be placed in operation at Lackland in 
training simultaneously with two classes 
with a total student load of approxi- 
mately 2,400. 

With pre-flight again at the big San 
Antonio base, Lackland will resume a 
familiar World War II role in which it 
was known as the San Antonio Aviation 
Cadet center. During the period be- 
tween 1942 and 1945, the base provided 
ground school and pre-flight training for 
tens of thousands of aviation cadets.

2,000 Checks Daily 


Over 20,000 checks for mustering-out 
pay have been mailed to Air Force vet 
erans from the Air Force Finance Center 
in Denver, it was announced late last 
week by Center officials.

Cost-of-Living on. The American Federa- 
tion of Government Employes, which represents 
thousands of Federal civilian workers, adopted 
at its San Francisco convention last week a resolu- 
tion which calls for a new cost-of-living pay in- 
crease. The specific amount of the pay raise was 
not fixed. This determination will be made by 
Federation officers on the basis of the Cost-of- 
Living Index next January when the new Con- 
gress meets. 

It will be recalled that a pay increase of ap- 
proximately 10 per cent was awarded Civil Serv- 
ice employes last year, retroactive to 1 July 1951. 
Strong arguments now are made that this increase 
was not adequate to meet increased living costs 
at that time, and that these costs have risen 
steadily since. 

Last year, the request for a comparable cost- 
of-living pay increase for military personnel did 
mot reach Capitol Hill until after the advances for 
civilian employes had been considered. Congress 
finally voted a pay boost for those in uniform 
which was about one-half that awarded to civilian 
employes. The retroactive feature was eliminated 
from the military pay bill. 

The recent statements from the Pentagon that 
cost-of-living factors make essential an upward 
adjustment of military pay indicate that the De- 
fense Department will be prepared early next year 
to make prompt representations to Congress for 
an increase in Service compensation, comparable 
to that already granted to civilians and, it may 
tbe hoped, related to any additional cost-of-living 
benefits voted for the government’s civilian em- 
ployes. 

Members of the Armed Services have no union 
to represent them. They must look to the De- 
gartment of Defense and to Congress for equitable 
treatment. 


Anniversary For SecDef. The Honorable Rob- 
ert A. Lovett next week completes a year of out- 
standing service as Secretary of Defense. On 12 
September 1951, Mr. Lovett assumed office, suc- 
ceeding General of the Army George C. Marshall. 
Previously, he had served with great success as 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air, as Under 
Secretary of State, and as Deputy Secretary of 
Defense. He entered the Defense Department as 
principal assistant to General Marshall soon after 
the outbreak of hostilities in Korea, and played 
a leading role in the nation’s rearmament. Under 
his inspiring leadership, America’s war industries 
are now producing needed military equipment at 
a rate that insures our national security. The 
Services have been materially expanded, and the 
competence and morale of our forces were never 
better. 

Under our quadrennial rotation of top-level 
policy-makers it seems probable that Mr. Lovett 
will be succeeded by another Secretary of De- 
fense next January. Indeed, he has indicated no 
desire to remain in office under a new national 
administration. This circumstance points up an 
unavoidable weakness in our democratic process, 
which apparently requires frequent changes in 
the administration of our national defense, which 
«ander General Marshall and Secretary Lovett has 
‘been completely non-political. 

The Department of Defense today, in addition 
to being directly responsible for the development 
-of our Armed Forces, supervises the greatest busi- 
‘ness enterprise in the world. In terms of expendi- 
‘tures and production it outranks all of the great 
corporations. Yet in the five years that the Defense 
‘Department has been in existence it has had four 
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different heads. It is difficult t> conceive of any 
private enterprise of comparable magnitude con- 
tinuing efficient operation with such frequent 
changes of management. 

Mr. Lovett has suggested that after the Presi- 
dential election next November the winner be 
asked to designate a representativ~, presumably 
someone who will occupy a key position in the De- 
fense Department, to sit in with the Secretary and 
other Department officials on discussions of the 
new defense budget. In this way, such a consultant 
could become somewhat familiar, in a relatively 
short time, with some of the more important ad- 
ministrative details of the Military Services. Mr. 
Lovett’s suggestion will probably be adopted. 

If precedent is followed, it is assumed that not 
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only Mr. Lovett, but almost all of his principal 
assistants, including the Service Secretaries, will 
be leaving the Government service soon after a 
new administration takes office. This, of course, 
will greatly complicate the problem for Mr. Lov- 
ett’s successor. At present the oldest key official, 
in point of service, is Assistant Defense Secretary 
Wilfred J. McNeil, who this week completed three 
years of service in the Defense Department, after 
prior service with the Navy. He is an expert on 
budget matters, and his intricate knowledge of the 
complexities of military procurement and expendi- 
tures has been invaluable to the Department. 

While it is clearly the prerogative and the re- 
sponsibility of the new President to choose his 
own Cabinet and the principal subordinates in 
each Department, it would definitely be in the 
public interest to select men of specialized experi- 
ence and proven ability to occupy the vitally 
important posts that will presumably be vacant 
in the Defense Department.

Why Warrant Officers? 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


Thanks for the morale lift given 
to all warrant officers on active duty 
by your article “Pay Inequities.” It 
gives us hopeful expectation that 
perhaps something will be done to 
straighten out the confused snarl 
that the warrant officer program has 
gotten into. 

At the outset, the Warrant Officer 
Career Program was set up with the 
view toward having it parallel the 
officer program up through the first 
four grades in-so-far as the pay scale 
was concerned. In mauling over the 
program this objective was somehow 
lost sight of and a pay scale evolved 
that prompted master sergeants to 
refuse the offer of supposed promo- 
tion to the warrant officer ranks be- 
cause they had more monetary se- 
curity as master sergeants. 

As in my case, most of the present 
warrant officers accepted their war- 
rant on the assumption that they 
had reached the pinnacle in the en- 
listed ranks and as a result turned 
to the warrant officer program as a 
means of continuing their progress 
upward in the service rather than 
stagnate. Imagine our surprise and 
chagrin when we discovered that in- 
stead of a promotion we received a 
substantial reduction in salary while 
shouldering a good deal more work 
and responsibility, oftentimes taking 
over positions formerly held by offi- 
cers with rank as high as captain and 
higher. Our objection is not in tak- 
ing over the additional work and re- 
sponsibility but that we were re 
duced monetarily in accepting this 
promotion.

In the foregoing, no consideration 
was taken of the fact that warrant 
officers must purchase their own 
clothing. Officers’ clothing cannot be 
purchased as reasonably as enlisted 
clothing, so on a comparable basis 
allowance must be made for the ex- 
penditure of at least $10.00 per month 
for clothing. With this in mind, you 
will see from the above that, in every 
instance but one, the master sergeant 
receives as much as or more pay than 
the warrant. In that one, the warrant 
officer receives only nine dollars 
more. 

Another condition not taken into 
account is the fact that, at most so- 
cial functions for officers, warrant 
officers are included in a pro-rated 
share (not proportionate to pay) of 
the cost of such activity regardless 
of the fact that they make consider- 
ably less than officers, i.e. base pay 
of Second Lieutenant (14 years serv- 
ice) $326.04 as compared with WOJG 
(14 years service) $257.24. 

One of the amazing and most in- 
explicable features of the present 
pay setup is the fact that master 
sergeants increase in longevity at 
the rate of $7.64 whereas warrant 
officers’ increase amounts to $7.56, 
with officer increase at a rate of 
$14.82. 

All of these discrepancies in re- 
muneration for services rendered in- 
fluence the decision of qualified mas- 
ter sergeants in not wanting to bet- 
ter their position in the service.

“Rosebush” Tests NATO Forces 


HE readiness testing of some 400,000 

soldiers and airmen of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization’s European 
defense forces, as discernible through the 
scheduled maneuvers, got under way 
Thursday with the Seventh Army’s Ex- 
ercise Rosebush near Frankfurt, engag- 
ing the V U. S. Corps (Maj. Gen. John 
E. Dahlquist), a French division and 
corps headquarters, plus other units of 
the Seventh U. S. Army deployed as 
“aggressor” units, plus tactical air sup- 
port from American and French com- 
mands. The entire exercise is under 
direction of Lt. Gen. Charles L. Bolte, 
who lately acquired the Seventh Army 
command when Lt. Gen. Manton S. Eddy 
moved up. 

The original planning for large-scale 
exercises was revised downward to the 
level of corps operations, partly because 
the French were reluctant to undertake 
the added expense of full army maneu- 
vers. By the new arrangement the bulk 
of the French divisions in Germany are 
getting their separate field training dur- 
ing the present first fortnight of Sep- 
tember, as are the two U. S. National 
Guard divisions of Seventh Corps, all of 
them uniting on 17 Sept. for Exercise 
Equinox, under the French Gen. Roger 
Noiret. 

In northern Germany, however, Sir 
John Harding (who is shortly to take 
over in London as Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff) will proceed on 15 Sept. 
with his full-size Holdfast exercise. This 
will employ the British Army of the 
Rhine (four divisions), the Canadian bri- 
gade, and (for the first time in combined 
field training) the new Belgian corps and 
a light Dutch corps (a division and a 
brigade). 

This last aspect is of special interest 
te NATO authorities for, while the fit- 
ness of the British Army of the Rhine 
is well established, the Belgian and 
Dutch elements are yet to be appraised. 
Holdfast exercise is as realistic as were 
last year’s holding operations it calls for 
“protracted defense under conditions of 
air inferiority,” and is of outstanding in- 
terest by reason of its testing of liaison 
and command problems in a _ three- 
language command. At the end of Octo- 
ber in the American zone there will be 
another exercise (Blowtorch) employing 
three U. S, infantry divisions with air 
support. 

Admiral Lynde D. McCormick and 
officers of his immediate staff will take 
off from Norfolk at the beginning of the 
week to catch up with the Atlantic Fleet 
elements (some 50 American vessels in 
formations built about five aircraft car- 
riers) en route to the Atlantic Com- 
mand’s Main Brace Exercise. The Ameri- 
can carrier force and amphibious forces 
‘to make an unopposed landing in Jut- 
land) are under command of Vice- 
Admiral Felix B. Stump. The Atlantic 
crossing, beginning ten days earlier, to 
the rendezvous in the Firth of Clyde was 
so scheduled as to permit high-seas 
Maneuvers en route. The Main Brace 
activities proper will get under way on 


13 Sept. with activities off the Narvik 
region designed to afford relief to land 
forces in Norway under simulated 
attack from the east; proceeding south- 
ward thereafter, the NATO fleet will 
bring support to other Allied forces in 
Denmark in like situation. About 100 
other vessels from Britain and six other 
NATO powers are in coordinated action, 
the whole under direction of Admiral 
Sir Patrick Brind, commanding Gen- 
eral Ridgway’s Northern Sector. 

The whole large enterprise recognizes 
the immense role which the Atlantic 
Command, largely sea-based, must play 
in the defense of northern Europe, whose 
land forces are necessarily weak. The 
geographical arrangement of Scandinavia 
is such as to make it apparent that swift 
and large-scale aid must come from the 
sea. Had the Atlantic Command come 
into authorization earlier, there would 
surely have been some such exercise a 
year ago. Delayed, the forces available 
are larger, better trained, and possessed 
of certain new equipment which was not 
installed a year ago; also, brief as has 
been the existence of SACLANT, Admiral 
McCormick and his rapidly growing 
staff have been able to do a great deal 
to effect coordination of the eight na- 
tions’ widely varying resources. The 
test of this coordination, to be afforded 
in the coming exercises, will be of acute 
interest. 

At just about the same time, but wholly 
unrelated to MainBrace, it is interesting 
to note, Sweden will be conducting her 
own séa-and-air exercises in the western 
Baltic. Soviet authorities are secretive 
as usual about their plans; but so far as 
land forces are concerned the maneuvers 
are habitually determined by the harvest 
season and, with the grain fields rapidly 
clearing, Russian and satellite maneu- 
vers can be expected by mid-September. 

General Ridgway, paying a courtesy 
call in Bonn on Chancellor Adenauer, on 
the o:casion of the latter’s return from 
a brief holiday, took occasion to speak 
with great earnestness on the necessity 
of early ratification of the west’s recent 
compacts with Germany, a political issue 
of moment just now. Adenauer’s pros- 
pects of getting ratification from his 
parliament are regarded as somewhat 
improved. Russia’s efforts to block 
ratification have been disclosed as in 
Soviet rather than German interest. And 
the death of Schumacher has removed a 
mest potent leader-spokesman from 
Adenauer’s opposition. 

The week’s meeting of the British 
Trades Union Congress also produced a 
welcome vote of over 3-to-1 against Com- 
munist-supported proposals for reducing 
Britain’s rearmament pace. For this, 
great responsibility was due the courage- 
ous leadership shown by the congress’ 
general council, which drew up the pro- 
gram ana called boldy for full support. 
With that determined leadership to guide 
the rank and file of trades-unionists, 
British leftist leaders, including Bevan, 
ran into a defeat much more crushing

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Public Opinion Supports U. N. Action 


N his annual report to the General Assembly made public this week, Secretary- 

General Trygve Lie of the United Nations said that prolonging of the Korean 
truce negotiations had given rise to public “impatience, resentment, and doubt.” 
However, he added, public opinion still supports the United Nations action in Korea, 
and would enthusiastically welcome an armistice on the basis of approximately 
the present battle line. 

The Secretary-General said that premature optimism over the capabilities of 
the United Nations is being replaced by a more realistic understanding of the power’ 
of the world organization. Presumably referring to the North Atlantic Alliance, 
Mr. Lie said that while the United Nations is still regarded almost universally as 
the principal long-range hope for peace, there is a general tendency to believe that 
the United Nations at present is not the sole, or even the main, instrument for 
the preservation of peace. He said that the idea that all countries should be ad- 
mitted to membership is gaining support throughout the world. 


Ambassador Ernest A. Gross, deputy American representative to the United 
Nations, said this week that the United States would support a discussion of the 
Korean question at the forthcoming session of the General Assembly, which opens 
in New York on 14 October. The matter would be brought up, he said, irrespective 
of whether or not an armistice is concluded by that time. Mr. Gross did not indi- 
cate what course this country would pursue in the discussions if the truce nego- 
tiations are still deadlocked when the General Assembly meetings begin next 
month, but said other members would be consulted. It has been surmised by some 
observers that as a result of the current conference of Soviet and Chinese Red 
leaders in Moscow, Russia may present to the General Assembly or the Security 
Council a new Korean peace proposal, possibly related to consideration of other 
disturbing Far Eastern questions. Judging from the character of past Russian 
peace offers, any new proposal from this source would probably be unacceptable 
to the Allies, except in the unlikely event that the Communists would agree to 
make important concessions. 
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THE TRUCE CONFERENCE at Panmunjom in the meantime is completely, 
and apparently hopelessly stalled, with the Red delegation obviously awaiting the 
outcome of the Moscow conference, before making any further move to expedite 
or break off the talks. Unless they receive positive instructions from their govern- 
ments to do so, there is no prospect that Red representatives at Panmunjom will 
modify their demand that all Red prisoners be returned, voluntarily or involun- 
tarily, to Communist control. It seems quite possible that Russia and Red China 
may urge the transfer of truce talks from the military conference in Korea to the 
United Nations, thus securing a wider forum for the dissemination of false prop- 
aganda against the Allied high command in Korea. A plenary session of the Pan- 
munjom conference was held on Wednesday, 3 September, and promptly recessed 
for another week, for the sixth consecutive weekly postponement. 


North Korean General Nam II, senior Red armistice delegate, this week formal- 
ly protested recent deaths and injuries of Communist prisoners in Allied camps. 
The note was one of several recently received dealing with the same subject. It 
charged the Allies with barbarous treatment of prisoners and demanded an ac- 
counting. The protest followed a series of incidents in stockades on Koje Island, 
occasioned mainly by infractions of discipline by Red prisoners. One interned ci- 
vilian was recently accidentally killed by falling rocks after a blast in excavation 
work, and 16 prisoners were injured, apparently none seriously, in a fight with 
guards following a refusal of prison leaders to send out work details. Among the 
charges filed by the Communists is that prisoners are forced to engage in haz- 
ardous tasks. 


THE SEVENTH ANNIVERSARY of the Japanese formal surrender on 2 Sept. 
on the deck of the U. S. Battleship Missouri, passed almost unnoticed in Japan and 
the United States. In Japan the oversight was deliberate, as the press and radio 
did not wish to revive the memory of a humiliating episode in Japanese history. 
Instead, much was made of the restoration of Japanese freedom, and of the recent 
progress made by that country under its newly-acquired independence. In the 
United States public attention was so engrossed with a political campaign, base- 
ball pennant races, and other current happenings that an important historical 
event that brought an end to hostilities of World War II was barely mentioned. 

Japan, like the United States, is in the midst of a political campaign to deter- 
mine the character and policies of its national government. A general election has 
been called for 1 October, with the pro-western, governmental Liberal party, under 
the leadership of Premier Shigeru Yoshida, fighting to retain power. The principal 
opposition is from the Progressive party, headed by Mamoru Shigemitsu, former 
foreign minister, recently released from prison, where he had been held as a war 
criminal. The Progressives charge subordination of the Yoshida government to the 
victor nations, and call for friendly relations with Asiatic powers, a possible indi- 
cation that their party is favorable to increased trade with Communist China. 


PRIME MINISTER MOHAMMED MOSSADEGH of Iran in rejecting the pro- 
posal of President Truman and Prime Minister Winston Churchill of Great Britain 
for settling the Iranian oil crisis made a decision which was deeply disappointing 
to this country and to England. Under the offer, the United States would have 
made a grant of $10 million to tide Iran over its current financial difficulties, and 
Great Britain would have arranged for marketing Iran’s surplus oil, now filling 
its tanks, and would have provided technical assistance for resumption of operation 
of the huge Abadan refinery. It was proposed that the amount of compensation 
for British oil properties seized by Iran be fixed by the World Court. 


While this offer embodied important British concessions, and was generally 
regarded as highly advantageous to Iran, it seems probable that Mossadegh felt he 
could get a higher price from rich western nations, anxious to prevent financial 
collapse of Iran, and the likely resultant ascendancy of Communism in that coun- 
try. His action in rejecting the generous proposal brought cries of blackmail from 
the British press, but it was warmly applauded by subservient newspapers in Iran. 
British and American statesmen are determined to continue negotiations, and to 
go to any reasonable length to save Iran from economic ruin and from Communist 
domination, but apparently the wily and obdurate Mossadegh refuses to state his 
terms for a settlement, while he awaits further and higher offers from the west. 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


May Shorten Army Flight Training—Plans are under study looking toward a 
shortening of the course of flight training for Army pilots, both fixed wing and 
rotaries, according to Brig. Gen, James F. Brittingham, USA, assistant commandant 
of the Artillery School, Ft. Sill, Okla. At a press conference held in Detroit 30 Aug. 
in connection with the International Aviation Exposition there, General Brittingham 
told reporters that he feels the present courses are too long and might well be re- 
duced. Currently 30 weeks are taken for fixed wing flight training with an addi- 
tional 10 weeks for helicopter pilots. Another plan under consideration, he said, is to 
experiment with direct training for helicopter pilots without requiring them to take 
the fixed wing course first. 


General Brittingham, who returned last winter from duty as an artillery com- 
mander in Korea, said that there is no evidence that the Reds are using helicopters 
or light aircraft such as is being employed by the United States Army here. He said 
that the use of these craft gives us a tremendous advantage. 
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For Christmas”—Advance planning is going to pay off early in December 
when servicemen in Europe will be able to fly round trip from Germany to New 
York City for $494.60. Arrangements have been completed by officials of the Wies- 
baden Military Post and Pan American World Airways for operation “Way Back 
Home.” Reservations are being taken on a first-come first-served basis. 


“Hap” Arnold’s Papers to Library of Congress—The personal papers of the late 
General of the Air Force H. H. (“Hap”) Arnold, pioneer flyer and World War II com- 
mander of the Army Air Forces, have been presented to the Library of Congress as 
a gift to the United States by his widow, Mrs. Eleanor P. Arnold, of Sonoma, Calif. 
In making the donation, Mrs. Arnold stated her hope that when these papers of 
the Nation's only five-star air general eventually become available they will “con- 
stitute a valuable contribution to American history.” 


Among the more than 15,000 items are diaries, albums of photographs, scrap- 
books of newspaper clippings, manuscripts of speeches, statements, articles, and 
books, as well as extensive files of correspondence, some of it with such persons as 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, Harry L. Hopkins, General of the Army George C. 
Marshall, and other American and Allied leaders. The papers date from General 
Arnold’s entering West Point in 1903 to his death in January 1950. 


For 25 years, access to the papers, which will be known as the H. H. Arnold Col- 
lection, may be obtained by scholars and other qualified writers only through the 
permission of Mrs. Arnold or her children. The Arnold papers are considered by the 
Library to be an invaluable addition to its collections of aeronautical manuscripts, to 
which the papers of Wilbur and Orville Wright, Brig. Gen. Billy Mitchell, and Gen- 
eral Carl Spaatz have also been added in recent years. 


Gen. Sheetz Named Commandant—Maj. Gen. J. R. Sheetz, USA-Ret., has been 
named Commandant of the Texas Military Institute. It is of interest to recall that 
THE JOURNAL of 2 Aug. reported the appointment of Maj. Gen. John M. Devine, USA- 
Ret., as Commandant of Cadets at Virginia Polytechnic Institute. 


General Devine was the first commanding general of the much-heralded UMT 
Experimental Unit at Ft. Knox, Ky., established in 1947, and he was succeeded in 
January 1948 by General Sheetz who remained in command until the unit was closed 
late that year. 


General and Mrs. Sheetz make their home at 1005 Garrity Road, San Antonio, 
Tex. 


Former B. G. Is Sergeant—A former brigadier general in the Kashmir Army 
is now a sergeant first class at Headquarters of the U. S. Army Engineers, Ft. Bel- 
voir, Va. Sfc. Russell K. Haight, recently assigned as an instructor at the Engineer 
School, has the distinction of at one time holding a brigadier’s commission in the 
Kashmir Army. 


Sergeant Haight was the highest ranking Western officer in the Kashmir serv- 
ice and led a force of about 2,000 regular troops and native tribesmen in the Kashmir 
war for independence. 


He first began his military career as a private in the Canadian Army, having 
enlisted in 1939 at age 17. He was badly wounded in the famous Canadian Com- 
mando raid on Dieppe in August, 1942. He was discharged in July 1945 and in De- 
cember 1946, while working as an instrument man for a construction firm in Af- 
ghanistan, was offered a commission in the Kashmir Army by the president of Kash- 
mir. 

After one month of frontline combat, Sergeant Haight was promoted to brig- 
adier. 

In November, 1947, he received word from the U. S. State Department that he 
was jeopardizing his citizenship by remaining in Kashmir and three months later 
resigned his commission and returned to his home in Denver, Colo. Sergeant Haight 
enlisted in the U. S. Army in June 1948 and was shipped to Frankfurt, Germany. He 
was returned to the United States last July and was assigned to The Engineer 
School at Fort Belvoir. 


Navy Teaches Nuclear Engineering—A new course in nuclear engineering has 
been added to the curricula of the Engineering School of the Naval Postgraduate 
School at Monterey, Calif. Designed to give graduates the basic background necessary 
to understand the design and performance of atomic weapons, and to enable them to 
serve effectively as members of military-scientific teams seeking to extend the knowl- 
edge of the nature and effects of atomic explosions, the course has 15 officers in its 
first class: six Navy, one Coast Guard, seven Army and one Air Force. 


Next Netherlands Marine Commandant Visits—Col. Pieter J. Van Gijn, Com- 
mandant-designate of the Netherlands Marines, arrived in Washington last week to 
begin a two-months’ tour of U. S, Marine Corps Headquarters and East Coast in- 
stallations. He was honored at a Sunset Parade and review at the Marine Barracks 
in Washington on 28 Aug. Colonel Van Gijn, who was commissioned in the Nether- 
lands Marines in 1924, will become General Major Commandant of the Netherlands 
Marines next year, succeeding General Major M. R. de Bruijne. 
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.-.-The Services are giving new study to the 
problem of UNIT UTILIZATION of Reserve personnel. 
It's no secret that Army officials were more than a 
little concerned after Korea at being unable to tap 
many officers it needed from active Reserve-units, 
because the entire unit could not be used. Large 
recalls of INVOLUNTARY RESERVISTS resulted. ***Now 
the Air Force indicates that a "hard and fast 
rule” to use units as such should be avoided. There 
may be REPERCUSSIONS as this problem is given fur- 
ther scrutiny. 

..-The influx of thousands of ROTC graduates 
into Army officer ranks has considerably alleviated 
the SECOND LIEUTENANT shortage. ***Probability is 
that there will be a CUT-BACK in the OCS program. 
now graduating 16,000 annually. 

.--Air Sec'y. Finletter has called for greater 
Air Force representation in command positions. He 
says that airpower will play "THE DECISIVE ROLE" in 
any future war. ***"It follows that assignments 
of command,” he adds, "must recognize these facts 
and that the Air of all nations, including ours, 
must be given their full share of command responsi- 
bility." Doubtless, this viewpoint will be pushed 
strongly in JCS and NATO councils. 


.--Defense Dept. planners are anxious to learn 
what the REENLISTMENT TREND will be among induc- 
tees.

Counselor to succeed Mr. Fred Korth, now Assistant Secretary of the Army 

Mr. Monaghan, who served on Guadalcanal and Iwo Jima with the 3d Marine 
Division, has been Chairman of the Jefferson County, Ala., Survey Committee and 
is on leave of absence from a law firm in Birmingham, Ala. Mr. Bishop has beer 
assistant to the General Counsel, U. S. High Commission in Germany. 

During his Army service, Mr. Bishop was law clerk and personal assistant to 
the late Robert P. Patterson, then Under Secretary of War and later served as Chief 
of the International Affairs Branch in the Office of the Europe Theater Judge 
Advocate. 


Dedicate Memorial—A memorial shrine to the dead of World Wars I and II will 
be dedicated 13 Sept. at Suresnes, France, in ceremonies which will be attended b) 
General of the Army George C. Marshall, General of the Army Omar N. Bradley 
and General Matthew B. Ridgway. General Marshall, who is chairman of the Amer?- 
can Battle Monuments Commission, will preside over two days of commemorative 
observances. 

Erected after World War I, the memorial chapel in the American military ceme 
tery at Suresnes has been remodeled and enlarged. The dedication comes on the 
anniversary of the birth of the late Gener’. of the Armies John J. Pershing, former 
chairman of the Commission. 

Inscribed on the walls of two ncw 64-foot wings added to the Suresnes Chapel 
is a summary of American losses in the World Wars—80,894 in World War I and 
358,967 in World War II. The inscription notes that the remains of 61 per cent of the 
World War I and 62 per cent of the dead of World War II were returned home upon 
request of next of kin. 

During World War I, the bodies of 2782 were never recovered and the remains 
of 1647 were never identified. Of the World War II casualties, 75,000 were lost or 
buried at sea and the Battle Monuments Commission says “the headstones over the 
graves of 10,000 others record ‘A Comrade in Arms known but to God.’” 

In the eight overseas cemeteries of World War I, 30,908 U. S. servicemen are 
buried and in the 14 cemeteries on foreign soil, plus those in Honolulu, Sitka and 
Puerto Rico, there are 107,213 graves of World War II. 

The completed memorial at Suresnes is the first of the 14 World War II memo- 
rials to be completed. Its dedication, says the Commission, in effect will be a genera! 
dedication of all the memorials.

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Research and Long Range 


Planning Seen as Air Needs 


The needs for continued and intensive 
research and for production programs 
based on careful long range planning 
were stressed by industry speakers at 
the Aviation Symposium conducted by 
the Air Force Association in connection 
with its annual meeting in Detroit last 
week end. 

Mundy I. Peale, president of Republic 
Aviation Corporation, cautioned that 
“sometimes we forget the importance of 
research.” “Behind the production line,” 
he said, “is another broader field in 
which there is need for greater coordi- 
nation and cooperation. That is research 
—scientific research, used in the broad- 
est sense.” 

Mr. Peale cited three fields in which 
he felt there is a great current need for 
concentrated research. 

First, Mr. Peale said, is in the field of 
engine design. “There may be room over 
the horizon,” Mr. Peale said, “for air- 
frames of more advanced aerodynamic 
design but the plain truth is that the 
present limiting factor is the power 
plant,” 

The second field he felt needed more 
research is that of production methods 
and production engineering. In this 
connection he mentioned specifically the 
Air Force’s program for developing big 
forging presses and said that he believes 
it to be absolutely essential. 

Metallurgy was the third field selected 
by Mr. Peale as needing concentrated 
research, pointing out that this becomes 
increasingly important as high speed air- 
craft develop super-heating problems 
and the consequent lessening of the 
strength of metals. 

On the problem of long-range plan- 
ning, Mr. Peale said: 

“In the long, hard fight for air 
supremacy, our industry is not afraid 
of any mechanical or technical or scien- 
tific problem that may face us. We can 


find out what those problems are, 
analyze them, tackle them and solve 
them. 


“What does concern me is the fact 
that the greatest technical progress, the 
most brilliant research achievements, 
the most advanced designing and plan- 
ning can be nullified almost without 
notice by any number of people. 

“If we want security in the air within 
the foreseeable future, all should realize 
that we have come in this August of 
1952 to the point of no return. There 
can no longer be any backing and filling, 
any fits and starts in the procurement 
of adequate air power. Policy must be 
fixed and adhered to—and, as so many 
others have warned here, put on a care- 
fully planned, long-range basis.” 

Roy T. Hurley, President and Chair- 
man of the Curtiss-Wright Corporation, 
stressed the importance of solving manu- 
facturing problems and techniques along 
with the development. of new engines. 
Otherwise, he forecast, the engines can 
well be obsolete when they are finally 
placed in production. 

Discussing the advent of jet engines, 
“Ir. Eurley said: “These power plants 

= ful in supporting air 
power when the productive capacity to 
make them available in quantities exists. 
The art of making these engines is, in 
many respects, unexplored. The turbo- 
jet engine found industry without ma- 
chines or tools for the manufacture of 
large diameter, light-weight rings or cor- 
rosion arresting alloys. The industry 
was not prepared to assemble thin sheet 
metal stampings and forms into large 
assemblies, welded together, maintaining 
close tolerances for overall dimensions 
of complex structures. Industry was not 
prepared to make compressor and tur- 
bine blades. Our large forge shops were 
not ready to handle production of large 
quantities of high-density alloy forgings. 
Our foundries were without knowledge 





of shell casting or precision casting of | 


large, light-weight steel and aluminum 
housings. 

“No production orders existed requir- 
ing industry to develop capacity and 
know-how to make jets. After Korea, 
when such orders were placed, industry 
was without tooling for today’s jets, and 
had given but little consideration to the 
turboprop of tomorrow or the large- 
diameter turbojets of tomorrow, to say 





nothing of ,ramjets and rocket engines. 

“We are faced with a period of at least 
ten years in which the changes of the 
designs of the structures will be many 
and extreme. The foundry, forge shop, 
rolling mill, the machine tool builder, 
welder, to say nothing of the metal- 
lurgist and chemist, have a great many 
production and manufacturing problems 
ahead of them that will require large 
expenditures of money as well as time. 
If we recognize the implications of these 
requirements, we will understand that 
we cannot wait for the full development 
of the engine as a prototype, tested and 
ready for production, before we proceed 
to solve the manufacturing problems and 
apply the techniques connected with the 
manufacture of such an engine. 

“This providing of manufacture know- 
how and special equipment and machines 
must parallel engineering development 
and testing of each of these engines. 
The building of productive capacity is 
of co-equal importance with the devel- 
opment of the engines, and if delay is 
to be avoided they must proceed on the 
same time sehedule. This truism cannot 
be over-emphasized and must he kept 
constantly in mind. If this is not done, 
the engine may be obsolete when it is 
placed in production. * * * 

“The missing element in the current 
situation is the ability to increase 
capacity to keep pace with the develop- 
ment of the product. This growth must 
be provided in the interest of national 
safety, and a normal return on invest- 
ment must be allowed with such growth. 

“Such facilities would normally be 
used on a forty-hour week basis, but 
would be available for an emergency. 
such as the present Korean episode, for 
expanded production to a_ three-shift, 
forty-eight hour week basis, thereby 
enabling the Air Forces to do a practical 
and realistic job of planning to get their 
aircraft sooner, for less money and with 
less upset to the civilian economy. If 
authorized, the Air Force is fully capable 
of doing just that. 

“Tf, as the aircraft increases in size, 
performance and complexity, we permit 
the engineering and productive capacity 
of the companies to keep pace with it, 
we will maintain air supremacy. If we 
allow the capacity of the industry to fall 
behind, we will lose that air supremacy. 
Industry’s ability to produce is the Air 
Force’s greatest weapon.” 


CAP Needs Instructors 


The need for instructors to work with 
the Corps of Cadets in the Civil Air Pa- 
trol was stressed by Maj. Gen. Lucus V. 
Beau, Commanding General of CAP, in 
an address 28 Aug. before the Air Force 
Association meeting in Detroit. 

‘Tf Civil Air Patrol is to succeed in its 
cadet program—if its Corps of Cadets is 
to become a most valuable asset to the 
Air Force and to aviation industry,” Gen- 
eral Beau said, “then we must have suffi- 
cient numbers of patriotic citizens who 
can and will act as instructors.” 

General Beau said that it is unfortu- 
nate that too few reservists are aware 
of the fact that those who join CAP as 
instructors are entitled to earn credits to- 
wards promotion and retirement. 

“We are, at present,” General Beau 
said, “studying both the Canadian and 
British programs, wherein the Royal Ca- 
nadian Air Force and the RAF take a 
most active part in providing the instruc- 
tors for their respective cadets. In the 
former country, they commission quali- 
fied instructors in the RCAF Reserve, and 
pay them to instruct. In Britain, instruc- 
tors are not paid, but they do get certain 
privileges by being in the RAF Reserve.”

ORC Generals Praise RA Units 


Two commanding generals of Organ- 
ized Reserve Divisions have issued state- 
ments commending Regular Army in- 
stallations for technical and logistical sup- 
port given at summer training camps 
this year. 

Brig. Gen. Arthur P. Watson, com- 
mander of the 90th Infantry Division, 
with headquarters at Austin, which 
trained at Fort Hood, Tex., in June stated 
in a letter to Lt. Gen. W. M. Hoge, Fourth 
Army Commander: “From the point of 
view of a Reserve division commander, 
it is mos gratifying to assemble troops 
for two w. \s intensive field training at 
a post where full means of support have 
been planned prior to our arrival and 
where they continue throughout the pe- 
riod without diminishing in any way. 
Without exception, our needs were gen- 
erally anticipated and our various re- 
quests were granted, thus permitting our 
training to develop to its fullest poten- 
tialities.” 

Brig. Gen. Whitfield Jack of Shreve- 
port, La., who commands the 75th In- 
fantry Division, Organized Reserve, with 
headquarters in Houston, Tex., declared 
that the support given by the regular 
organizations to his division during 
summer training the first two weeks of 
August was largely responsible for the 
most effective training conducted since 
the war. 


General Jack stated, “Much of our suc- 
cess during the summer training period, 
I feel, is directly attributable to the sup- 
port and help received from the regular 
Army at Fort Hood, particularly the 
First Armored Division, Maj. Gen. Bruce 
C. Clarke, commanding. The staging of 
such events as an infantry-tank demon- 
stration by the First Armored Division 
was an extremely effective means of help- 
ing to train our own men. Adequate and 
well-planned support of supply and trans- 
portation problems made it possible for 
our units to spend maximum time on 
actual training. 


“Most important of all, however, was 
the Regular Army’s constant willingness 
to do everything possible toward our di- 
vision receiving maximum benefit from 
the 3-17 August period of summer field 
training at Fort Hood.

Honor Three Marine Heroes 


Medals of Honor awarded to three Ma- 
rines who sacrificed their lives in Korea 
were presented to a widow and two moth- 
ers on 4 Sept. in the office of Secretary 
of the Navy Dan A. Kimball, with Gen- 
eral Lemuel C. Shepherd, jr., Comman- 
dant of the Marine Corps, attending. 

The three Marines are Sgt. James I. 
Poynter, 33, of Downey, Calif.; Cpl. Chas. 
G. Abrell, 19, of Terre Haute, Ind., and 
Sgt. Frederick W. Mausert, 3d, of Dresher, 
Pa., and Baltimore, Md. 

Sergeant Poynter won the Medal of 
Honor on 4 Nov. 1950, when he charged 
three enemy machine gun nests, killing 
the crews of two, and putting the third 
out of action before he fell, mortally 
wounded. 

Corporal Abrell was cited for heroism 
on 10 June 1951 when he hurled himself 
into an enemy bunker with a live hand 
grenade, killing himself and the enemy 
gun crew. 

Sergeant Mausert won the Medal of 
Honor while assaulting enemy positions 
on 12 Sept. 1951. Although severely 
wounded, he continued to lead his squad 
against enemy bunkers until mortally 
wounded by grenades and machine gun 
fire.

The Medal of Honor won by a Marine 
who sacrificed his life to save his com- 
rades in Korea, was presented to his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Leslie J. Baugh, on 
27 Aug., at Dayton, Ohio.

Will Direct ‘Snow Storm’ 


Lt. Gen. Willis D. Crittenberger, Com- 
manding General of the First Army, Gov- 
ernors Island, N. Y., who will reach the 
statutory retirement age of 62 on 2 Dec., 
has been named Director of Exercise 
Snow Storm, to be held in January, Feb- 
a and March, 1953, at Camp Drum, 





The exercise will include day and 
night cross-country operations, defense 
aginst atomic attack and airborne opera- 
tions, General John R. Hodge, Chief of 
Army Field Forces, stated in outlining 
plans for the maneuver. 

Major Army units scheduled to partic- 
pate are the 82d Airborne Division, Ft. 
Bragg, N. C.; the 278th Regimental Com- 
bat Team, Ft. Devens, Mass., and the 
XVIII Airborne Corps, Ft. Bragg. 

General Crittenberger directed Exer- 
cise Snow Fall at Camp Drum last winter. 
Deputy director will be Maj. Gen. Charles 
D. W. Canham, Commanding General of 
the 82d Anrborne Division. Technical as- 
sistance in planning and operations will 
be provided by the Mountain and Cold 
Weather Training Command, Camp Car- 
son, Colo. 

Personnel from the AGGRESSOR ca- 
dre, Fort Riley, Kansas, will join the 
278th RCT in representing the “enemy” 
forces in the exercise. 

During the same period, the Tactical 
Air Command will be engaged in EXER- 
CISE COLD SPOT, certain aspects of 
which will coincide and be coordinated 
with EXERCISE SNOW STORM. 

The Army exercise will include these- 
four phases: 

1. A three-week period of indoctrination 
for selected members of the 82d Airborne 
Division, conducted by the Mountain and 
Cold Weather Training Command in the 
Camp Hale, Colorado, area during No- 
vember, 1952. 

2. A six-week period of unit training at 
Camp Drum during January and Feb- 
ruary, 1953. 

3. Three regimental combat team exer- 
cises, each three days long, at Camp 
Drum in February-March. 

4. A marshaling phase at Camp Drum 
followed by an airborne operation result- 
ing in an air assult by the 82d Airborne 
in the Foret Bragg area. 

Minimum staffs from the 11th Airborne 
Division, Camp Campbell, Kentucky, and 
37th Infantry Division, Camp Polk, Louisi- 
ana, will take part in the air assault plan- 
ning under direction of Major General 
Thomas F. Hickey, Commanding General, 
XVIII Airborne Corps. 

Under Army Field Forces directives, 
cost of the exercise will be held to an ab- 
solute minimum consistent with effective 
training. Emphasis will be placed on 
maintenance, battlefield recovery, and 
salvage, in the interest of supply econ- 
omy.

Graduate USAFIT Courses 


The USAF Institute of Technology 
reached a new milestone 26 August when 
its first sizable output of graduate engi- 
neers received diplomas at a formal com- 
mencement exercise. Maj. Gen. Franklin 
O. Carroll, USAF, Director of the Human 
Resources Research Institute, Air Uni- 
versity, Maxwell AFB, Ala., was the com- 
mencement speaker. 

The graduating class of 70 officers in- 
cluded 41 who had satisfactorily com- 
pleted graduate level study in aeronau- 
tical engineering, automatic control 
engineering and electronics. The remain- 
ing 29 had pursued the post-graduate 
engineering sciences course which offers 
senior year college engineering for offi- 
cers already possessing baccalaureate 
degrees but needing additional engineer- 
ing instruction to prepare for an engi- 
neering assignment or graduate work. 

Addressing the graduates and their 
guests, General Carroll called attention to 
the increasing complexity of the role of 
Air Force supporting elements. 

He observed that only 7 per cent of all 
Air Force personnel came into direct con- 
tact with the enemy during World War II 
and predicted that with the rapid increase 
in automatic mechanization now going 
forward, numbers of Air Force personnel 
to reach actual combat contact with the 
enemy in any future war would be ap- 
preciably less. 

“Without detracting one iota from the 
responsibilities and dangers of the spear- 
head of our forces, there is still needed 
the shaft and the power behind the shaft 
to accomplish our mission effectively,” he 
declared. 

“The power behind the shaft is our 
great production capabilities, Congress, 
research laboratories, individual inven- 
tors and thinkers, and all agencies that 
contribute to this power; while the shaft,” 
he said, “is the 93 or more per cent of the 
Air Force through which the controlled 
flow of this vast power reaches the spear- 
head. 

“The shaft is essentially the control 
mechanism of our application of the re- 
sources available to us. It requires trained 
personnel who can intelligently translate 
every requirement of our combat forces 
into specifications of one kind or another 
for plans, manpower, materials and equip- 
ment, and evaluate the products of every 
source to determine their effectiveness,” 
General Carroll stated. 

Maj. Gen. John DeF. Barker, USAF, 
Deputy Commanding General, Air Uni- 
versity, awarded the diplomas during the 
ceremony which was presided over by 
Brig. Gen. Ralph P. Swofford, jr., USAF, 
Commandant of the Institute of Tech- 
nology. Dr. Reginald H. Downing, Dean 
of the Resident College, presented the 
graduating students to the Commandant. 

General Swofford paid special tribute 
to the seven officers who were graduated 
with distinction. They are Capt. James 
W. Van Horn, Maj. Robert B. Kercher, 
Capt. Russell D. Brewington, Lt. James 
G. Ekstrand, Lt. Joseph N. Miller, Capt.

VA Tells Loan Details 
Of New Korean GI Bill 


Six steps to a GI loan for a home. 
farm or business are outlined by the 
Veterans Administration for the benefit 
of more than a million veterans who 
have been discharged from the armed 
services since the start of the Korean 
conflict. 

The new Korean GI Bill, signed into 
law by the President on 16 July 1952. 
amends the loan guaranty section of the 
World War II GI Bill to include eligible 
veterans with service anywhere in the 
world since 27 June 1950. 

VA regional offices across the country 
are now issuing certificates of loan 
eligibility and processing applications 
for loan guaranty. 

The six major steps to a GI loan are 

1. Find the property or business venture 

you want to buy. 

2. Go to a bank, building and 

ciation, or other institution. 





loan asso- 


3. Present your plan and your original dis 
charge or separation papers. 

4. Property is appraised by VA approved 
appraisers. 

5. Certificate of reasonable value goes t 
the lender, 

6. If application is approved, the loan is 
made. 


In step No. 3, the original discharge 
or separation paper is needed to apply 
for a certificate of eligibility. VA said 
that veterans need not rush to apply for 
these certificates since there is usually 
time to do so when the loan application 
is submitted. 

Local VA regional offices, however. 
will issue certificates of eligibility at any 
time upon the request of an eligiblle 
veteran. 

To be eligible, veterans must have 
been discharged or released under con- 
ditions other than dishonorable; they 
must have had active military or naval 
service in the U. S. forces anywhere in 
the world at any time after 27 June 1950 
and before the current emergency is de- 
clared ended, and they must have served 
at least 90 days unless they were dis- 
charged sooner for a service-connected 
disability. 

Unremarried widows of men who 
served since 27 June 1950 and who died 
in service or as a result of a service- 
connected disability after service, also 
may qualify for GI loans under the Ko- 
rean GI Bill. 

World War II veterans who reentered 
service since 27 June 1950, will have their 
unused loan entitlement under the World 
War II GI Bill cancelled when they are 
released from active duty and may re- 
ceive new entitlement under the Korean 
GI Bill. 

The result is that these World War II 
veterans, like all veterans eligible under 
the Korean GI Bill, will have 10 years 
from the end of the Korean emergency- 
a date to be set by Presidential proclama- 
tion or by concurrent resolution of the 
Congress, to obtain GI loans. The World 
War II GI loan deadline is 25 July 1957 

The GI loan program is designed to 
encourage lending institutions to make 
loans with small down payments and at 
a low interest rate because of the pro- 
tection of the VA guaranty. 

Three types of loans are permissible

VA On Korean GI Bill

1. To purchase, construct or improve 
a home. 

2. To buy a farm, farm land, livestock, 
farm machinery and other farm supplies 
and equipment. 

3. To buy a business or otherwise en- 
able a veteran to undertake or expand a 
legitimate business venture. 

Ordinarily, VA does not lend money to 
the veteran. VA explained that the vet- 
eran makes his own arrangement for the 
loan through the usual financing chan- 
nels—banks, savings and loan associa- 
tions and the like. This is the first step 
in securing a GI loan after the property 
or business venture has been selected. 

Veterans are advised by VA not to sign 
any contracts or commitments to pur- 
chase property until they are assured 
that a particular lender will make the 
GI loan. 

VA then guarantees or insures the 
lender against loss up to 60 per cent 
of the loan, with a maximum of $7,500, for 
home loans. On other loans, VA guaran- 
tees the lender against loss up to 50 per 
cent of the loan with a maximum of 
$4,000 on real estate and $2,000 on non- 
real estate loans. 

Under certain conditions, however, VA 
is authorized to make a limited number 
of direct loans to veterans who want to 
buy or build a home, or build and improve 
a farmhouse. These VA loans may be 
made only in the smaller towns and rural 
areas where 4 per cent GI loan money 
is not available from private sources. 

The interest rate on VA-guaranteed 
loans may not exceed 4 per cent a year on 
the unpaid balance. Fees and charges may 
not exceed those allowed by VA. 

Also, VA pays the lender—for credit to 
the veteran’s loan—an amount equal to 
4 per cent of the guarantee, but not more 
than $160. This is a gift to the veteran, 
and not another loan. 

VA reported that, as of 25 July 1952, 
3,072,811 loans for homes, farms and busi- 
nesses have been approved for guaranty 
or insurance under the World War II 
GI Bill. The original principal amount so 
far borrowed on GI loans by World War 
II veterans is over 18 and 2/3 billion 
dollars. Of that amount, nearly 1 and 
3/4 billion dollars already has been re- 
paid in full, a repayment record consid- 
ered by private credit authorities to be 
excellent. 


Attend Industrial College 

Rear Adm. W. McL. Hague, USN, Com- 
mandant of the Industria] College of the 
Armed Forces, on 25 Aug. welcomed the 
new resident class of senior military 
officers and civilian government officials, 
assembled for study of the vitally im- 
portant problems of economic mobiliza- 
tion, logistics, and national strategy. 

Admiral Hague told the class, “Time 
was when all that was necessary for the 
successful military commander was an 
acquaintanceship with the problems of 
logistics, and the good hard common 
sense to be guided in his planning by 
the experts in the fields of procurement 
and distribution. With the advent of all- 
out war, where whole peoples and their 
economies, and combinations of peoples 
and their economies, were pitted against 
similar combinations, even an intimate 
knowledge and understanding of the 
science of logistics was no longer enough 
for the military commander. In all of his 
plans to attain military objectives, it be- 
came necessary to take into account the 
whole complex of problems involved in 
economic mobilization, on a geopolitical 
range, to the end that winning the battle 
might not be purchased at the expense 
of losing the war.” 

He pointed out that the mission as- 
signed to the College by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff is to prepare selected officers for 
important command, staff, and planning 
assignments in the Department of De- 
fense, and to prepare selected civilians 
for important industrial mobilization 
planning assignments in any govern- 
ment agency.

It is understood 
that the board’s recommendations will 
be considered promptly and the officers 
affected will soon be notified of the ac- 
tion taken by the Secretary. 

Under the Officers’ Personne! Act of 
1947 permanent coloneis of the Arm) 
and the Air Force with 30 years’ com- 
missioned service and five years in grade 
were scheduled for retirement, effective 
31 July 1953. Similarly general officers 
of 35 years’ service and five years in 
grade were also due for retirement. 
Some 50 general officers and about 900 
colonels of the Army, and a relatively 
small number of Air Force officers are 
affected by this provision. 

Seeking to retain for the present a 
considerable number of experienced and 
highly qualified officers who would 
otherwise be retired, the Army sought 
and obtained from the President an Ex- 
ecutive Order which permits the tempo- 
rary retention during the emergency, but 
not longer than 1957, of not to exceed 
60 per cent of these officers. 

Among the Army colonels scheduled 
for retirement under the recommenda- 
tions of the board are some relatively 
young officers, of 52 and 53 years of age. 
but many of them are in their late fifties 
and would be due to retire for age within 
two or three years, if they were not lis! ec 
for earlier separation under the Person- 
nel Act. 

The Air Force has not yet announced 
what action it will take with reference 
to retention of colonels and general offi- 
cers under the Executive Order, but has 
not denied report that all officers af- 
fected will be retired next year, with no 
utilization of the discretionary authority 
for retention of 60 per cent. 


“Grass Roots” I and E 


The Army’s information and education 
programs soon will be planned at the 
grass roots level rather than in Wash- 
ington, according to Dr. John R. Rich- 
ards, educational advisor to Army Sec- 
retary Frank Pace, jr. 

He has told TI & E officers of all the 
Corps and Divisions in Eighth Army) 
that the new policy is aimed at permit- 
ting them to develop the most practical 
programs for their special cases. 

“The TI & E division in Washington 
realizes it can be of most service b) 
helping units in the field determine the 
best plans for their area and not by try- 
ing to mastermind the education pro- 
gram,” Dr. Richards said. “That way no 
unrealistic and impractical programs 
will be forced on I and E officers in the 
field.” 

Dr. Richards is on leave of absence 
from his post as executive assistant to 
the president of Wayne University. He 
is touring overseas Army installations to 
“learn what people in the field regard 
as the most practical approach to educa- 
tion in the Army and to get the feel of 
the program in various theaters.” 

He has toured Alaska and Japan anc 
will stop in the Philippines, Okinawa 
and Hawaii on his way home. Next au- 
tumn he will visit Europe.

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GMC Official Cites Value 
of Dual Purpose Plants 


The “dual purpose” plant, designed to 
manufacture goods either for military or 
civilian use, or both, would minimize dis- 
ruptive shifts in work force of the coun- 
try and would make important contribu- 
tions to the maintenance of a stable econ- 
omy, John F. Gordon, vice-president of 
the General Motors Corporation, told 
members of the Air Force Association 
meeting 29 Aug. in Detroit. 

Mr. Gordon told of the new assembly 
plant GMC is building at Arlington, Tex., 
which will be capable of the assembly of 
Grumman aircraft or passenger cars for 
the Buick-Oldsmobile-Pontiac Division. 
The plant will be able to turn full force 
for either aircraft or commercial auto- 
mobiles or part-time for each at the same 
time, as needed. 

“IT am sure you will recognize the wis- 
dom of such an approach,” Mr. Gordon 
said, “Whether we like it or not, we must 
reconcile ourselves to living with a 
‘mixed’ economy for some time to come. 
This means that the civilian sector of our 
economy must be kept strong enough to 
support the heavy defense burdens of pro- 
duction and taxation with a minimum of 
undesirable dislocations.” 

Mr. Gordon added that “A stable econ- 
omy requires also that its civilian sector 
be permitted to maintain the highest pos- 
sible productivity of commercial goods 
within the limits of defense program re- 
quirements. This presup national 
policies that will stimulate, rather than 
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yposes 


restrict, the output of useful goods which 
people want, which create employment 
and income, generate taxes for govern- 
ment, and retard inflation. The country 


has not been following such policies. The 
present system of material controls has 
been unnecessarily restrictive. A system 
that would assure adequate supplies for 
iefense needs, while at the same time en- 
‘ouraging maximum production in the ci- 
vilian sector, would be a far wiser course 
to follow.” 





New 20-Man Life Raft 


Gentes Tire and Rubber Company 
now is producing a 20-man life raft for 
the Air Force to be carried in air trans- 
ports. Automatically inflated by carbon 
dioxide, the raft can be inflated and ready 
for use within approximately 30 seconds, 
a company announcement reported. 

Circular in design, it is identical on 
top and bottom and can be boarded re- 
gardless of which side turns up in the 
water. Twelve feet six inches in diam- 
eter, it weighs 108 pounds and measures 
36 by 18 by 18 inches in its carrying Case. 

One of the unusual features of the raft 
is a portable nylon canopy which easily 
can be attached to the outer edge of the 
raft. The canopy has two port holes and 
is fitted with an elastic lining at the 
bottom which fits snugly to the side of 
the raft. Reversible, the canopy is cam- 
»uflaged greenish-blue on une side and 
colored a brilliant neon red on the other 
for signaling purposes. Provision is 
made for attaching a radar reflector to 
the canopy’s mast. 
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Navy Air Cargo Contract 


A Navy contract which will move The 
Flying Tiger Line into first place among 
the domestic carriers of air freight will 
be awarded to the carrier, Robert W. 
Prescott, president, has announced. 

The contract calls for two daily trans- 
continental freight flights with C-46 
equipment, originating at Oakland, Calif., 
and New York. The Flying Tiger Line 
will fly between 2,500,000 and 3,000,000 
ton miles a month, receiving gross rev- 
enues ranging between $200,000 and 
$300,000 monthly. 

The effect of the contract will be to 
boost the carrier’s annual air freight 
revenues some 60 per cent, the company 
said. 

W. E. Bartling, vice-president of op- 
erations, said a fleet of four to seven air- 
craft will be required to maintain the 
operation, which links together by air 
a group of Naval bases on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts of the nation. Urgent 
Navy freight for the supply of these 
bases is transported on a volume basis 
at an over-all cost and time-saving which 
makes the operation less expensive than 
comparable surface transportation. 

The planes fly a route from New York 
to Philadelphia, Washington, D. C., Nor- 


folk, Va., San Diego, Los Angeles and 
Oakland, Calif. One daily flight is op- 
erated in each direction, seven days a 


week, with frequent extra sections. De- 
partures from each coast are in the early 
evening, and it takes about 24 hours to 
fly the route, including loading and un- 
loading of aircraft, which is performed 
by the carrier. 

Flying Tiger will set up a crew change 
base at Dallas, Tex., and will locate of- 
fice and freight personnel at Norfolk and 
Washington, At all other points, serv- 
ice will be from existing stations on the 
Flying Tiger domestic air freight sys- 
tem.

Vice President P. B. Reed, in charge 
of the Government Service Division of 
the RCA Service Company left this week 
for a month-long flying trip to the 
Armed Forces in Alaska, Japan, Korea, 
Formosa, the Philippines and Hawaii.

Rockets for “Scorpion” 


The Air Force’s new F-89D “Scorpion” 
interceptor, built by Northrop Aircraft, 
Inc., Hawthorne, Calif., will be armed 
with air-to-air rockets instead of the 20- 
mm. cannon used on earlier versions of 
the plane. 

Fired from wing tip launching pods, 
the 2.75-inch rockets provide the “Scor- 
pion” with increased fire power. 

The new armament is coupled with 
electronic equipment designed to enable 
the pilot to find and direct his fire at an 
enemy aircraft in all kinds of weather 
and at night. 

Except for the launching pods, the ap- 
pearance of the “D” model is almost iden- 
tical with that of earlier models of the 
F-89 now in operational service with Air 
Defense Command units. 

Largest of the fighters, the “Scorpion,” 
which carries a two-man crew, is in the 
600-mile-per-hour class. 











Transportation Zone Office 


The second of four new Transporta- 
tion Zone offices, under the jurisdiction 
of the Army Chief of Transportation, was 
established 1 Sept. in Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Col. Herbert M. Fitzgerald, until re- 
cently Chief of the Terminal Operations 
Division, New York Port of Embarka- 
tion, will head the new agency, to be 
known Officially as the First (1) Trans- 
portation Zone, The Pittsburgh Zone will 
consist of the states of Maine, Vermont, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, New Jersey, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Virginia, Maryland.

Napalm Patent 

After nearly 10 years delay, a patent 
covering the early major work in the de- 
velopment of a gasoline thickening agent, 
Napalm, has been obtained by the Army 
Chemical Corps, 

The patent was issued in August to Dr 
Louis F. Fieser of Belmont, Mass., a 
professor of organic chemistry at Har- 
vard University. Dr. Fieser has assigned 
the patent to the U. S. Government for 
use by the Army. The patent is quite 
broad in its coverage, the claims being 
directed to the thickening composition 
as well as to the gelled fuel. 

Application for the patent, which covers 
the work done by Dr. Fieser and his as- 
sociates in 1941-42 under the sponsorship 
of the National Defense Research Com- 
mittee, was filed in 1943. Because of na- 
tional security implications, issuance of 
the patent was held up until early last 
month. 

Dr. Fieser and a group of colleagues 
began the search for a gasoline thicken- 
ing agent for use as flamethrower fuel 
shortly before Pearl Harbor. Their early 
work concerned possible use of rubber 
mixed with gasoline. However, with rub- 
ber supplies cut off by Japanese aggres- 
sion, scientists had to seek some other 
means. Research led to the present thick- 
ening agent, known as Napalm, which 
is made up basically of the aluminum 
soaps of coconut fatty acids, aluminum 
naphthenate and unsaturated fatty acids. 

The Chemical Corps procures all the 
Napalm used by the Armed Forces.

Yugoslavia is not one to keep its eye 
so closely on one program that it has no 
eye for attending to others. Belgrade’s 
recent friendly approaches to Greece and 
Turkey, as well as to the United States, 
have been welcomed by the West. But, at 
the same time and to Italy’s discomfiture, 
Yugoslavia has not relaxed for a moment 
in its determination to retain tight con- 
trol over Zone B of Trieste. Twenty more 
decrees were issued this week by the 
head of the Yugoslav military admin- 
istration in that zone, continuing the 
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trend of the earlier decrees of integra- 
tion, which today stops just short of an- 
nexation. The chance that Italy will get 
back any part of Zone B is not bright.

been successfully completed. Yet this 
leaves Korea with such problems as cur- 
rency inflation, unemployment, curtailed 
industry, dwindling farm production, 
broken transportation systems, gutted 
schools, plus, of course, millions of refu- 
gees and displaced persons with their 
purely human problems. Should these 
problems go unattended, UNCACK’s bat- 
tle against disease and starvation, even 
though successful in itself would’ be lost 
on the broader field. The organization, 
aware of this, has moved steadily ahead 
in the field of economic rehabilitation, 
although keeping a steady control on the 
situation in the temporary relief field. 

Working with the United Nations 
Korean Reconstruction Agency (UN- 
KRA), the ultimate heir to UNCACK, 
widespread undertakings have been in- 
augurated—farm families resettled, fer- 
tilizer imported, power plants construct- 
ed, textile and light-consumer goods in- 
dustries re-established, mines opened or 
reopened, fishing boats purchased and 
imported, schesls rebuilt, livestock pop- 
ulations re-stocked, world trade reopened, 
transportation systems repaired, housing 
projects undertaken and a program, the 
knottiest task of all, to batter down in- 
flation. 


All these things have been done with 
UNCACK operating in an advisory capac- 
ity. The Republic of Korea, being a sover- 
eign nation, can reject or accept, at will, 
the proposals of the United Nations. 
There are no directives, as under military 
government; UNCACK officials work as 
diplomats and not as governors, which 
in itself is no small challenge. 


To man these projects, of course, re- 
quires trained technicians — men and 
women who have been drawn from the 
Army manpower reservoir, many of them 
with military government experience, 
along with civilians from the United 
States, as Department of the Army civil- 
fans, and other United Nations member 
countries. Many of the latter are former 
workers with such international organiza- 
tions as the International Relief Organ- 
ization and the World Health Organiza- 
tion. Virtually all UNCACK personne! are 
specialists in some field. Found within the 
organization are doctors, lawyers, teach- 
ers, foresters, agronomists and other 
agriculturalists, fishing experts, welfare 
workers, supply men, labor consultants, 
economists, fiscal authorities, information 
specialists, and virtually all types of engi- 
neers—industrial, mechanical, civil, elec- 
trical, marine, sanitary, mining, irriga- 
tion, transportation and communication. 

UNCACK’s current staff, in addition to 
American military and civilian personnel, 
includes 21 British, 16 Danes, 6 French- 
men, 5 Canadians, 4 Norwegians, 3 Aus- 
tralians, 3 Dutch, 3 Peruvians, and 1 
Belgian, Greek, Indian, Mexican, Filipino, 
Swede and Thai. 


Headquarters for UNCACK is in Pusan. 
Operating out of that city are ten princi- 
pal teams and nine sub-teams and detach- 
ments: the principal teams correspond to 
the eight mainland provinces and the two 
major islands off the coast of South Korea 
while the nine sub-teams operate in the 
larger cities, operate as port teams in the 
major ports. or work as special trucking 
companies. The organization of both the 
headquarters and the provincial teams 
was designed to parallel the framework 
of the Republic of Korea Government on 
both the national and provincial levels. 
At both levels, UNCACK personnel have 
their Korean counterparts. The chain of 
command above UNCACK is the Eighth 
United States Army in Korea, the United 
Nations Command, in Japan, the United 
States Department of the Army and the 
United Nations General Assembly. 

UNCACK'’s predecessor, a team from 
the Public Health and Welfare Section 
of the Supreme Commander for the Allied 
Powers arrived from Japan in September, 
1950, shortly after the outbreak of the 
war. In October of that year, the unit was 
transferred to Eighth Army jurisdiction 
and in December, 1950, was raised to a 
command status and renamed the United 
Nations Civil Assistance Command, 
Korea. 

The daily concern of personnel at UN- 
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CACK headquarters is basically in two 
fields—planning and supply distribution. 
UNCACK section chiefs devote most of 
their time helping to devise and inaugu- 
rate various rehabilitation projects and 
measures, working with the appropriate 
ministers in the Korean government. 
Their subordinates, meanwhile, are turn- 
ing their attention to the arrival and dis- 
tribution of goods to implement plans al- 
ready approved. These goods pour daily 
through the major ports of South Korea. 
Ships’ manifests read like a catalog of 
the world’s productive power—-wheat 
from Pakistan, tinned food from Israel, 
powdered milk from New Zealand, iodine 
from India, knitting needles from Turkey, 
morphine from Ethiopia, vitamin pills 
from Norway, laundry soap from Greece, 
blankets from Iran, shoes from Sweden, 
rubber from Liberia, bedding from Ven- 
ezuela, and diesel locomotives from the 
United States. 


Relief goods arrive in Korea through 
three separate programs: those pur- 
chased and delivered by the United States 
Army through Congressional appropria- 
tions (‘SKO), those purchased through 
previous program of the Economic Co- 
operation Administration (SEC) and 
those donated by member countries of 
the United Nations other than the U. S. 
and private charitable agencies including 
those in the United States (SUN). 

During the period of September, 1950 
to April of this year, over $150 million 
in goods were sent to Korea. Some 70 
per cent arrived under the SKO program; 
20 per cent under the SUN program and 
10 per cent under the SEC program. 


UNCACK was conceived as a short- 
range organization. Under present plans 
it will terminate 180 days after the con- 
clusion of hostilities, its work to be con- 
tinued by UNKRA. 

But whatever the future holds, UN- 
CACK will remain as a reminder of the 
versatility of American military person- 
nel as well as a monument exemplifying 
the good will of the peoples of the free 
world.

of our foreign policy and of the strategic 
plans set out to carry out this foreign 
policy.” 

Then discussing progress in atomic 
power, Seeretary Finletter said “it is this 
revolution in atomics that plays so heavy 
a part in catapulting air power into the 
keystone position in which it now finds 
itself; for in the future with which we 
have to deal, atomic power and air power 
are inextricably combined.” 


Mr. Finletter then told the Air Force 
Association that the position of leader- 
ship of airpower “is not going to stay won 
unless it is fought for again and again. 
Indeed,” he added, “we may be sure that 
the forces of inertia which are always 
present will tend to pull us back into some 
sort of compromise in which the interests 
of the country may well be subordinated 
to outmoded interests.” 

Gen. Vandenberg’s Conclusion 

Similarly, General Vandenberg con- 
cluded his address with the following 
statement: 


“We of the Air Force have never claimed 
that air power, in alliance with mass de 
struction weapons, could decide a war alone. 
We have not done so for the reason that 
we wished to avoid giving rise to any idea 
that we believed a ‘wonder weapon’ would 
miraculously solve the great problem that 
now besets the world. 


“But now I sometimes wonder if perhaps 
we have not underestimated the inherent 
capability of the atomic weapon not merely 
as a deterrent but also a a war-winning 
instrumentality. Heretofore, the prevailing 
tendency has been to think of it exclusively 
as a weapon against only the largest and 
most extensive targets. But the facts are now 
reasonably well known, pot only to our- 
selves but also to our enemies, that new 
designs of atomic weapons are being devel- 
oped to permit their economical use against 
a wider variety of targets and greatly to in- 
crease their efficiency and their effective- 
ness against all types of targets. Moreover, 
the numbers of such weapons available to 
this nation is being considerably increased 
over earlier conservative estimates. 


“The increased effectiveness of atomic 
weapons, in combination with the near 
prospect of increased numbers, seems to me 
to establish two highly significant conditions. 
Condition One: The deterrent value is being 
compounded. Condition Two: The way is 





cleared for a new kind of planning that 
may yet save us from a costly reenactment 
of the basic strategy of the previous world 
wars, with division being piled upon divi- 
sion, gun upon gun, ship upon ship, and 
Plane upon plane, with more regard for 
numbers than for appropriateness and more 
regard for quantity than for strategy. 

“In saying this I do not mean to suggest 
that any of the traditional military forces 
are now dispensable. The world as it is 
constituted is a vast jigsaw puzle and dif- 
ferent pieces are obviously needed for dif- 
ferent places. What I am suggesting is that 
these other military forces, as well as the Air 
Force, must be shaped to specific strategic 
tasks; that they must each be of a type and 
size appropriate to their actual tasks; and 
that if this principle is followed the cost 
of maintaining the necessary forces in the 
years ahead will be less than would be the 
case if the strategy and tactics of the last 
war were allowed to dominate our plans and 
preparations. 

“But whatever else we may elect to do, let 
us not under any circumstances neglect the 
priceless deterrent weapon now ir our pos- 
session. It is an alternative to a strategy of 
pyramiding armaments. that _ prolonged 
through the yvears might bring many of the 
nations of the West to ruin. It is a shield 
under cover of which this nation can press 
forward with other great projects looking 
toward the peaceful reconstruction of the 
world.”’ 


Preparedness Committee Report 

The following is the text of the sec- 
tions on Conclusions and Recommenda- 
tions of the Senate Preparedness Sub- 
committee’s report: 

CONCLUSIONS 

These then, are the facts of our current 
air power position: 

1. The Joint Chiefs of Staff have stated 
that the years 1953 and 1954 will constitute 
the period of our greatest peril. This esti- 
mate is based upon intelligence of the world 
situation. 

2. To meet that peril, they have devised 
plans which call for the creation of a 143- 
wing Air Force, and certain naval aviaton 
force levels to be in existence not later than 
31 December 1954, and by 30 June 1954, if at 
all possible. These forces are considered the 
minimum for national security. 

3. Despite the conclusions of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, it has been decided for fiscal 
considerations to postpone the target date 
for securing the minimum essentials of air 
preparedness by at least a year. This deci- 
sion—termed the ‘‘stretch-out’’—was not 
made for military reasons. 

4. The stretch-out—whatever the reasons 
for its imposition—will give us less security 
than we need: at a later date than we need 
it. It will increase the unit cost of aircraft 
by 2% to 3 per cent, just as buying an article 
on the installment plan increases the cost of 
that article. It may well cost more in the 
future than the $3 billion it is saving in 
fiscal 1953. 


5. The stretch-out will affect seriously and 
unfavorably the amount of military aid that 
can be given to Western Europe. 

6. The stretch-out has aggravated the dis- 
tress of the aircraft industry arising from 
the ‘‘off again, on again, gone again’’ sched- 
uling of the Defense Department. 


7. Despite the handicaps, the aircraft in- 
dustry can increase its production consider- 
ably provided that it receives the tools, ma- 
terials, and manpower that are necessary. 


8. Aircraft production has been hampered 
by the lack of a ‘‘topside’’ authority with 
power to put an end to the endless research 
and development and order concentration on 
volume production of that which has been 
developed already. 

9. Military authorities have hampered pro- 
duction because of their fears that a ‘‘freeze’’ 
in designs will leave them with obsolescent 
planes on their hands. They have belabored 
this point unreasonably, particularly in the 
face of accelerated production by a prospec- 
tive enemy. 

10, A tendency toward ‘‘gimmickerie’’ has 
loaded some of our planes with gadgets to a 
point where their effectiveness has been de- 
creased. 

11. The concept of the ‘‘balanced force’’ 
has been translated in budget terms into 
the principle of balance slices of the ap- 
propriations pie. This means that each serv- 
ice receives an approximately equal share 
of dollars regardless of military needs. 

12, The principal conclusions of the com- 
mittee’s interim report of defense mobiliza- 
tion—the thirty-fifth report—have been borne 
out by events. The failure to meet initial 
production schedules, noted in that report, 
is now being used as an excuse for the 
stretch-out. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. While the damage to our national safety 
cannot be completly undone, every effort 
should be made to reach the minimum air 
power recommended by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff as soon as possible. 

2. The Department of Defense must act 
in coordination with the Office of Defense 





Mobilization to study, analyze, and reassess 
the mobilization philosophy and the fiscal 
and economic requirements necessary to meet 
required production peaks and, at the same 
time, develop war production lines available 
for a total emergency. The emphasis, though 
must be on attainment of a minimun 
strength sufficient to hold off a prospective 
enemy and attacker while stand-by facilities 
are being put into use. A proper allocation 
must be made of these fiscal, production and 
economic responsibilities to Government of- 
ficials with the needed skills to exercise such 
tasks. 

3. The National Security Act of 1947, even 


as amended in 1949, must be _ further 
strengthened to vast specific responsibili- 
ties for control of military production and 
for procurement of military materiel. It is 
a dangerous thing for ‘‘tinkering’’ to con- 


tinue unceasingly. The Defense Department 
should submit proposed legislation to the 
next session of Congress to effectuate this 
recommendation. 

4. Pending action on this proposed legisla 
tion, the Secretary of Defense, or the Presi 
dent, should appoint a full-time production 
ezar with power to determine priorities, t 
freeze designs to the necessary extent, and 
order quantity production initiated, to that 
our minimum air requirements are met as 
quickly as possible, 

5. The Secretary of Defense should appoint 


a committee to reassess the Nation's air 
strategy; reexamine research and develop 
ment procedures and reevaluate design; 
procedures. The committee should have 
among its members at least two prominent 
scientists and the Chairman of the Nationa 


Advisory Committee for Aeronautics. 

6. In addition, the Secretary of Defense 
should appoint a committee including non 
military persons to evaluate the necessary 
balance of our forces against the strateg), 
necessary to be employed in this period of’ 
atomic warfare. 

7. The Secretary of Defense should issue 
specific directions to implement the recom 
mendations made by the Special Assistant 
to the Secretary along the following lines 

(a) That contractor incentives be in 
creased. 

(b) That sources of procurement be broad 
ened to eliminate apex buying. 

(c) That there be a simplification of pro 
curement procedures. 

(d) That there be a minimization of de 
sign changes. 

(e) That contracts be placed more quickly 

(f) That there be a simplification of pro 
curement regulations regarding contract 
changes. 

8. The Secretary of Defense should report 
to Congress—through this committee—nc 
later than 1 December 1952, his proposed 
program for plant expansion along with the 
details of the progress accomplished ané 
firm dates for future development. 

9. The Chairman of the Munitions Board 
should present to Congress immediately, the 
proposed monthly schedules of aircraft pro- 


duction, by types, and should continue tc 
present such schedules alone with aircraft 
acceptances on a monthly basis until the 


143-wing Air Force and the authorized nava 
aviation programs are completed. 

10. The Aircraft Advisory Committee tc 
the Munitions Board should present to Con- 
gress recommendations to maintain the air 
craft industry in a healthy state in neriods 
of peace as well as in periods of defense 
mobilization 
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
